Mr.  Lees,  of  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Labora- 
tories, has  carried  the  work  on  the  constitution  of  morphine 
a  step  further.    An  account  of  his  work  is  given  on  p.  94. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  new  by-laws  really  should  be 
looked  into  by  members,  says  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  who  has 
studied  the  matter,  and  gives  this  advice  in  a  letter  on  p.  100. 

Mr.  Justice  Joyce,  who  is  trying  the  Chartreuse  trade- 
marks case,  ruled  out  questions  by  counsel  for  the  defence 
regarding  the  composition  of  the  famous  liqueur.  The  monks' 
secret  remains  inviolate,  but  experts  made  interesting  state- 
ments (p.  77). 

Is  "Balm"  a  Qualifying  Word  1— "  Xrayser  "  asks  this 
question  in  connection  with  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue's 
ruling  about  "  balsam."  Amongst  our  contributor's  other 
topics  are  the  age  of  the  truss,  prescription-reading,  and  the 
present  state  of  trade  (p.  83). 

Four  Pieces  of  Beeswax  were  bought  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The  purchaser  gave  the  seller  one, 
sent  two  to  the  public  analyst,  and  reserved  one.  Mr.  Kirby 
successfully  contended  before  the  Lambeth  magistrate  that 
this  was  not  division  into  three  parts  (p.  78). 

The  Soap  Combine  libel  action  came  to  a  dramatic  termina- 
tion on  Wednesday,  when  Mr.  Rufus  Isaacs  withdrew  the 
"  Daily  Mail's  "  defence  and  agreed  to  pay  Mr.  Lever  50,000/. 
damages.  The  proprietors  of  Wright's  coal-tar  soap  have 
been  unwarrantablv  drawn  into  the  matter  bv  the  "  Mail  " 
(p.  77). 

Changes  in  value  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  are 
mostly  in  a  downward  direction  this  week,  and  include  lower 
prices  for  citric  acid,  refined  and  crude  camphor,  copper 
sulphate,  benzols,  and  antimony.  Ext.  henbane  and  lemon 
oil  arc  dearer,  and  another  rise  in  morphine  salts  has  taken 
place.  A  small  auction  of  first-hand  drugs  was  held  to  dav 
{p.  96). 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  which  took 
evidence  in  regard  to  the  Medical  and  Dental  Companies 
Bills,  have  made  a  report  which  should  be  valuaole  to 
chemists.  The  representatives  of  professional  dentists  sig- 
nally failed  to  impress  the  Committee  with  the  necessity  for 
more  stringent  legislation,  and  their  opponents  succeeded  in 
getting  the  provisions  relaxed.  We  point  the  moral  in  an 
article  on  p.  84. 

Proprietary  Medicines  arc  commonlv  supposed  to  be  out- 
side the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  They  are  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  Section  6  (1875),  but  the  Liverpool  authorities 
have  taken  proceedings  under  Section  27  against  Messrs. 
Boots  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  Guy's  Tonic.  The  summons 
was  withdrawn  (p.  78)  ;  but  we  point  out  there  is  a  possibility 
that  in  the  future  the  section  may  be  used  against  those  who 
actually  make  proprietarv  preparations  and  falsely  describe 
them  by  label  (p.  85). 
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Local  Newspapers  containing;  marked  items  of  news  interesting-  to 
the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

'  George  Rowland  Williams,  described  as  a  chemist  (but 
not  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists),  was  sen- 
tenced to  three  months'  hard  labour  at  Kent  Assizes  on 
July  10  for  theft  at  the  Romney  Marsh  Workhouse,  on 
July  3. 

At  Worcester,  on  July  10,  a  labourer  named  Pratt  was 
committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  stealing  1-^  lbs.  of 
eucalyptus  and  menthol  pastilles,  value  4s.  6d. ,  from  the 
shop  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Hall,  chemist  and  druggist,  Broad  Street, 
Worcester. 

The  semi-jubilee  of  the  establishment  of  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity as  a  college  was  celebrated  last  week.  The 
honorary  degree  of  D.Sc.  was  conferred  on  Sir  Wm.  Ram- 
say, K.C.B.,  Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe,  Professor  Wilhelm  Ostwald, 
and  Sir  Oliver  Lodge. 

At  Grimsby  County  Court  on  July  12,  Mr.  Robert  John- 
son, chemist,  Old  Market  Place,  Grimsby,  obtained  judg- 
ment against  Ernest  Hodson  Clark  for  9/.  4s.  Id. ,  the  value 
of  a  cheque  the  payment  of  which  had  been  stopped.  Defen- 
dant was  ordered  to  pay  the  debt  by  21.  per  month. 

Bovril,  Ltd.,  at  tie  Ilford  Hospital  Carnival  held  on 
Saturday,  were  awarded  a  prize  for  their  tableau  "Alas, 
my  poor  brother."  At  the  same  display  Messrs.  E.  Cook  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  gilt  car,  a  replica  of  the  Coronation  Throne 
at  Westminster  Abbey,  to  advertise  their  "  Throne  "  soap. 

Of  twenty-eight  candidates  who  entered  for  the  Inter- 
mediate Examination  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  this 
month  twenty-two  passed,  amongst  them  P.  A.  W.  Self, 
Ph.C,  B.Sc.  (London).  In  the  Final  Examination  five 
were  examined  in  the  branch  of  Mineral  Chemistry  and 
three  passed,  William  Garsed,  Ph.C,  being  one  of  them. 

At  South  Shields,  on  July  10,  John  Priestley  (36),  de- 
scribed as  a  chemist,  was  charged  with  attempting  suicide 
with  laudanum.  Priestley  told  the  Bench  that  if  discharged 
he  would  endeavour  to  get  a  new  situation,  and  would  go 
to  Leeds,  where  he  had  friends.  He  was  discharged,  and 
his  train  fare  to  Leeds  was  paid  out  of  the  poor-box.  (See 
also  O.  <fc  D.,  March  23,  p.  435.) 

"  Embezzling  a  sum  of  21.  lis.  5d.  from  his  employer, 
Mr.  William  Butterfield,  wholesale  chemist  and  druggist, 
■  of  Nova  Scotia,  Blackburn,"  was  the  charge  preferred 
against  James  Marsden  Heyes,  at  the  Blackburn  Police 
Court  on  July  11.  Prosecutor  admitted  that  he  had  sug- 
gested to  prisoner's  father  that  he,  should  pay  25/.  to  save 
trouble,  and  as  this  made  it  a  civil  matter  the  prisoner 
was  discharged. 

James  Aaron  Marsh  was  charged  at  the  Liverpool  Assizes 
on  July  17  with  attempted  murder  by  poisoning.  This  is 
the  man  who  tried  to  buy  sugar  of  lead  from  Mr.  Robert 
Keir,  chemist  and  druggist,  86  Everton  Road,  but  who  was 
given  ammonium  chloride  instead.  Marsh  gave  the  "poison" 
to  his  two  children  (C.  &  D..  June  22,  p.  921),  but  they 
suffered  no  harm.  In  sentencing  Marsh  to  twelve  months' 
imprisonment,  Mr.  Justice  Lawrence  said  had  it  not  been 
for  the  praiseworthy  conduct  of  the  chemist  prisoner  would 
have  been  on  trial  for  murder. 

Poor  Law  Notes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Strand  Board  of  Guardians  on  July  16, 
it  was  reported  that  Mr.  Hobbs,  the  dispenser  at  Edmonton 
Workhouse,  was  ill,  and  it  was  decided  to  advertise  for  a 
locum  tenens  at  a  salary  of  three  guineas  per  week,  exclusive 
of  board  and  lodging.  Mr.  Hobbs  has  been  granted  a 
month's  leave  of  absence  to  recruit. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  St.  Pancras  Guardians  last  week 
the  Highgate  Infirmary  Committee  recommended  the 
increase  of  salary  on  the  new  scale  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Turner, 
dispenser.  Mr.  Turner  was  appointed  in  July,  1892,  at 
100/.  a  year  and  dinner  daily,  and  his  present  salary  is 
140/. ,  which  he  has  received  since  July,  1904.  Under  the 
new  scale  he  is  entitled  to  a  rise  of  10/.  at  once  instead  of 


in  July,  1908.  Mr.  Curtis  opposed  the  recommendation  on 
the  ground  that  the  present  remuneration  of  the  officer  was 
considerably  higher  than  that  paid  to  dispensers  in  chemists' 
establishments  in  London  or  in  any  part  of  the  Kingdom, 
and  was  considerably  higher  than  that  paid  to  the  dispenser 
at  the  University  College  Hospital.  After  some  discus- 
sion the  committee's  recommendation  was  carried  by  15 
votes  to  11.

Drug-stores  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  and  District  Branch  was 
held  at  the  Albert  Hotel,  Nottingham,  on  July  11.  Mr. 
Pinder  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance,  a  circumstance  which  the  President  and  Vice- 
President  (Mr.  Barton)  commented  upon.  Mr.  Manfull 
(Hon.  Secretary)  read  the  minutes  and  a  monthly  report  of 
work  done.  The  report  was  fully  discussed.  A  sub-com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  Hutchinson,  Southern,  West, 
and  Hooley,  was  formed  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  canvassing 
the  whole  district.  Mr.  Harris  offered  to  bear  all  printing- 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  which  was  accepted.  It  was 
decided  to  have  an  annual  dinner  in  September,  and  a  sub- 
committee, consisting  of  Messrs.  Hutchinson,  Smith,  Pinder, 
Barton,  and  Hooley,  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  arrange- 
ments. The  whole  of  the  non-members  present  at  the  meet- 
ing joined  the  Association. 

London  Chemists'  Association. 
A  meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  this 
Association  was  held  at  Mr.  F.  W.  Truman's  phar- 
macy, 71  Old  Kent  Road,  S.E.,  on  July  17.  Mr.  Tru- 
man presided,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  W.  M. 
Campbell,  J.  Wellesley  Douglas,  R.  S.  Page,  R.  Willson, 
A.  Pellew,  H.  Slator,  J.  C.  Pentney,  R.  B.  Betty,  D. 
White,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  A.  Riles).  Seven  new 
members  were  elected,  and  it  was  intimated  that  Mr.  T.  H. 
Powell  (Denmark  Hill)  desired  to  discontinue  member- 
ship, but  Mr.  Douglas  was  delegated  to  intercede  with  Mr. 
Powell.  After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  Messrs. 
Idris,  Umney,  and  Holding  be  asked  to  appear  as  dele- 
gates of  the  Association  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, while  Mr.  Pentney  agreed  to  attend  the  Federation 
meeting  as  a  delegate.  A  letter  was  read  by  the  Secretary 
from  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge  regarding  Mr.  Douglas's  pro- 
position to  put  a  clause  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  exempting 
chemists  and  druggists  from  jury  service.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  said  in  his  letter  that  the  Bill 
had  been  dropped,  and  the  possibility  of  including  such  a 
clause  this  Session  was  not  likely  to  arise.  Mr.  Douglas 
said  in  a  private  conversation  Mr.  Bremridge  had  pointed 
out  to  him  that  an  amendment  of  the  Juries  Act  would  be 
necessary  before  the  matter  could  be  accomplished,  so  the 
Committee  agreed  that  the  subject  be  dropped.  A  dis- 
cussion arose  on  a  letter  from  the  East  Sussex  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  directing  attention  to  certain  circulars  to 
promote  the  sale  of  the  British  Pharmacopceial  Codex 
that  are  being  sent  out  free  by  the  publishers  of  the  Codex 
for  the  use  of  chemists  among  medical  men.  After  a  long 
debate  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  publishers  to  send  half  a 
dozen  circulars  to  each  member  of  the  Association  to  be 
used  at  his  discretion.  A  communication  from  the  Town 
Tenants'  League  was  next  considered,  but  no  action  was 
taken.  Mr.  Douglas  then  proposed  that  meetings  of  the 
London  Chemists'  Association  be  held  every  two  months, 
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and  that  a  definite  time  and  place  be  fixed.  His  idea  was 
to  do  away  with  haphazard  meetings  and  to  create  greater 
interest  in  the  Association.  Mr.  Pentney  supported  this 
proposition,  saying  that  the  social  side  should  be  cultivated 
to  a  greater  extent.  Moreover,  he  thought  the  Chairman 
of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  should  also  be  Chair- 
man of  the  whole  Association.  It  was  ultimately  agreed 
that  general  meetings  of  the  Association  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  every  second  month,  and  a  sub-com- 
mittee (consisting  of  Messrs.  Douglas,  Pellew,  Chalmers, 
Slator,  White,  and  the  Chairman)  was  appointed  to  en- 
deavour to  develop  the  social  side  more  fully. 

Lemonade  and  Disinfectants  in  Poplar. 
The  annual  report  for  1906  of  the  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  borough  of  Poplar  (Dr.  F.  W.  Alexander) 
contains  several  items  which  point  not  only  to  zeal,  but 
to  originality.  In  order  to  prevent  consumption  Dr. 
Alexander  recommends  that  all  milk  should  be  boiled  be- 
fore use,  but  he  deprecates  the  employment  of  intricate 
"Pasteurisers"  and  "sterilisers."  He  advocates  the  use 
of  a  double  milk  saucepan,  or,  if  unobtainable,  putting 
the  milk  in  an  ordinary  covered  saucepan  and  placing  it  in- 
side a  larger  vessel  containing  water.  With  regard  to  the 
preparation  of  lemonade,  he  says  that  "there  being  no 
standard  nor  definition  as  to  how  lemonade  is  to  be  manu- 
factured, no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  [under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts]  in  respect  of  the  sample 
acidified  by  phosphoric  acid  and  not  by  citric  acid."  In 
a  footnote  he  says  : 

No  doubt  lemonade  should  consist  of  aerated  water  acid- 
ulated with  citric  acid  and  sweetened  with  sugar,  but  there 
is  no  objection  to  its  being  acidulated  with  phosphoric  acid 
and  flavoured  with  essence  of  lemons,  providing  the  phos- 
phoric acid  is  made  from  pure  phosphorus  by  burning  it  in 
air,  care  being  taken  during  the  whole  process  of  manu- 
facture and  distilled  water  only  being  used. 
But  it  is  with  regard  to  the  manufacture  and  supply  of 
electrolytic  disinfectant  that  Dr.  Alexander  is  most  enthu- 
siastic.   A  plant  for  the  production  of  a  chlorine  disin- 
fectant by  electrolysis  was  laid  down  in  1905.    It  was  con- 
sidered a  risky  experiment,  but,  according  to  the  medical 
officer,  it  has  been  working  satisfactorily  for  twelve  months 
and  is  a  complete  success.    An  excellent  account  of  the 
process  of  manufacture  is  given  with  full-page  illustra- 
tions of  the  plant,  and  according  to  the  figures  given  the 
total  cost  for  the  year  was  597/.  14-s.  7>d.,  as  against  the 
following  costs  for  carbolic  disinfectants  :  664/.  2s.  9(/.  in 
1903,  771/.  6s.  llrf.  in  1904,  and  862/.  5s.  Id.  in  1905. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry's  meeting  in  Bir- 
mingham last  week  was  a  great  success  as  far  as  weather 
was  concerned.  The  long-day  outing  was  conducted  in 
fine  sunny  weather,  and  the  evening  was  ideal  for  the 
garden  party,  at  which  were  many  pharmacists.  After  the 
fete  a  large  party  indulged  in  an  impromptu  dance  at  the 
hotel,  which  was  as  enjoyable  as  it  was  unexpected. 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  visits  paid  by  members  of  the 
S.C.I,  was  to  the  Cape  Hill  Brewery  (Messrs.  Mitchells  & 
Butlers').  It  was  quite  a  representative  gathering  of  the 
pharmaceutical  section  of  the  Society.  Among  those  present 
were  Messrs.  Newlands,  F.  H.  Alcoek,  O'Shaughnessy, 
Tyrer,  Liverseege  (city  analyst),  B.  Newlands,  Dr.  Conroy, 
Dr.  M.  Manley,  Mr.  Henry  Mitchell,  Mr.  W.  W.  Butler, 
Mr.  H.  A.  Butler,  Mr.  Arthur  Mitchell,  Mr.  J.  E.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  John  M.  Lones,  and  public  analysts  of  several  towns. 
The  tour  was  thoroughly  enjoyed,  and  at  the  conclusion  the 
visitors  were  entertained  to  luncheon  by  the  firm. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

A  marriage  has  been  arranged  between  Miss  Furness, 
sister  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Furness,  J.P.,  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  Mr.  Ambrose  Firth,  of  Bamford. 

A  new  line  in  suicide  poisons  was  used  last  Sunday  night 
by  a  domestic  servant,  who  unsuccessfully  tried  to  poison 
herself  by  means  of  "  Izol  "  disinfectant. 

The  latest  scheme  to  decrease  infantile  mortality,  which 
is  abnormally  high  here,  is  a  suggestion  now  under  con- 
sideration by  the  City  Council  to  supply  dried  milk.  The 


idea  is  that  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Royal  Hospital 
should  be  asked  to  distribute,  free  of  cost,  dried  milk  to  the 
mothers  of  all  young  babies,  on  certain  conditions. 

Shop  Hours. 

The  chemists  and  druggists  of  Blackburn  and  district 
have  evinced  a  keen  interest  in  the  shop  hours'  controversy 
from  its  inception,  but  a  vote  taken  by  the  Tradesmen'? 
Association  shows  that  out  of  80  "  chemists,  druggists  and 
herbalists  "  eligible  to  vote,  37  only  voted  for  early  closing, 
and  three-fourths  are  required  for  an  order. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  a 
desire  was  expressed  that  the  Public  Control  Committee 
should  indicate  the  general  principles  that  guide  them  in 
dealing  with  infringements  of  the  Shop  Hours  Acts  (1892- 
1901).  The  Committee  have  reported  to  the  effect  that  in 
cases  of  slight  irregularities  such  as  the  non-exhibition  of 
the  notice-card,  over-employment  to  the  extent  of  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hour  a  week,  and  where  the  infringement  is  a 
first  offence,  the  inspectors  are  empowered  to  administer 
an  oral  caution.  Second  offences  and  cases  of  a  more  serious 
character,  but  which  do  not  appear  to  justify  legal  proceed- 
ings, are  dealt  with  by  written  cautions,  while  for  serious 
irregularities  (where  hours  of  employment  exceed,  for 
instance,  eighty  per  week),  legal  proceedings  are  taken, 
unless  under  special  circumstances.

In  an  Open  Mug. 

At  an  inquest  held  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  at  the  City 
Coroner's  Court,  on  July  9,  it  was  stated  that  the  deceased, 
Alice  Brooks,  had  committed  suicide  by  drinking  spirit  of 
salt.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  spirit  of  salt  was  ob- 
tained from  an  oil  and  colour  man  who  kept  his  stock  in 
Winchester  quarts.  He  (the  vendor)  told  the  coroner  that 
he  did  not  know  spirit  of  salt  (hydrochloric  acid)  was  a 
deadly  poison.  He  sold  the  poison  to  the  deceased  in  an 
open  mug  (produced),  and  did  not  put  any  "  poison  "  label 
or  any  label  of  any  kind  on  the  receptacle.  He  (witness) 
was  of  opinion  that  if  mineral  acids  were  added  to  the 
poisons  schedule  and  their  sale  restricted  to  chemists  the 
public  health  would  suffer,  as  people  would  not  pay  the 
prices  asked  by  chemists.  Dr.  Waldo  said  he  thought  the 
mineral  acids,  ammonia,  and  soluble  oxalates,  should  all  be 
scheduled  as  poisons,  but  short  of  that,  on  the  principle  that 
half  a  loaf  is  better  than  no  bread,  he  was  in  favour  of  the 
Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  (down  for  second 
reading  that  day),  which  prescribes,  under  Clause  5,  re- 
strictions on  the  sale  of  mineral  acids  and  soluble  salts  of 
oxalic  acid.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that 
deceased  took  her  own  life  by  drinking  hydrochloric  acid, 
and  they  added  the  following  rider  : 

The  jury  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  of  advantage  to 

the  public  at  large  if  the  sale  of  such  a  poison  was  restricted 

in  some  manner,  such  as  those  poisons  in  the  schedule  of 

the  Poisons  Act,  1868. 

This  rider  the  jury  asked  Dr.  Waldo  to  forward  to  the  Home 
Secretary,  which  the  coroner  has  done.

22)  bowled  well  for  B.  B.  &  S.,  while  Odle  (five  wickets  for 
6)  and  Dear  (five  for  14)  did  well  for  the  Crocks. 

Leicester  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club. — On  July  4  the 
L.P.A.C.  played  their  return  match  with  the  Leicester 
Banks  III.  team  on  the  New  County  Ground,  Leicester,  the 
chemists  winning  easily  by  120  runs. — On  July  11  the 
L.P.A.C.  were  the  visitors  to  the  Leicester  Postmen  in  the 
return  match,  which  was  played  on  the  Victoria  Park, 
Leicester.

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as  they  lost  by  16  runs. — The  team  are  looking  forward  to 
July  18,  when  they  entertain  the  Notts  Chemists  C.C.  in 
the  return  game,  which  is  being  played  at  Nanpantan,  in  the 
Charnwood  Forests  district.

Atoxyl. — Dr.  Hallopeau,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicine,  remarked  that  overdoses  of  this 
arsenical  salt  should  be  carefully  avoided,  as  they  might 
cause  optical  troubles,  especially  if  the  German  article  be 
used.  M.  Laveran  replied  that  a  few  cases  of  intoxication 
caused  by  the  abuse  of  the  medicament  would  hardly  suf- 
fice to  prevent  its  use,  so  efficacious  in  certain  maladies. 

Brouardel  Monument. — A  movement  has  been  set  on 
foot  to  raise  a  monument  at  Paris  to  the  memory  of  Dr. 
Brouardel,  the  late  vice-president  of  the  Codex  Revision 
Committee.  M.  Emile  Loubet,  ex-President  of  the  French 
Piepublic,  has  consented  to  act  as  chairman  of  the  Monu- 
ment Committee.  Subscriptions  are  received  by  MM. 
Bailliere,  publishers,  19,  rue  Hautefeuille,  Paris. 

The  General  Meeting  of  the  newly-founded  Amical 
Association  of  Ex-Students  of  the  Nancy  Superior  School 
of  Pharmacy  was  recently  held  in  the  great  amphitheatre  of 
the  school,  M.  Godfrin,  director  of  the  school,  presiding. 
At  the  banquet  subsequently  held  the  two  veteran  ex- 
directors  of  the  school,  MM.  Schlagdenhauffen  and 
Jacquemin,  were  present.  Some  capital  speeches  were 
made,  and  an  enjoyable  concert  terminated  the  day's  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  Medicine-Chest  Scandal. — The  judgment  passed 
by  the  St.  Malo  magistrates  on  M.  Gonsse  contained  a 
rider  to  the  effect  that  the  Inspection  Committee  was  to 
be  blamed  for  not  having  drawn  the  attention  of  the  naval 
authorities  to  the  grave  facts  which  had  come  under  their 
notice.  M.  Thomson,  Minister  of  Marine,  endorses  this 
judgment  by  a  decree  removing  M.  Orain  (pharmacist), 
Dr.  Aldebert,  and  M.  Noury  from  their  positions  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  of  Inspection. 

The  Legion  of  the  Lost  Ones. — The  proposal  that 
twenty-five  crosses  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and  two 
Commanderships  of  the  same  order,  should  be  granted  in 
connection  with  the  Chemical  Society's  jubilee  was  some- 
what coldly  received  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  "  It's 
too  much  all  at  once  !  "  cried  M.  Lasies,  the  fiery  Southerner  ; 
and  M.  Groussier  suggested  "  Why  not  decorate  everybody 
while  you're  about  it?"  A  show  of  hands  refused 
"  urgency  "  to  the  question,  which  was  accordingly  shelved. 

Pyramidon. — The  Lyons  Court  of  Appeal  has  decided 
that  no  exclusive  rights  can  be  claimed  on  the  word  Pyra- 
midon, this  not  being  a  fancy  title,  but  an  abbreviation 
of  the  scientific  name  of  the  new  product,  under  which  the 
remedy  became  known  to  pharmacists  and  doctors.  The 
judgment  concludes  by  suggesting  that  "if  the  plaintiff 
company  does  not  claim  it  actually  as  a  trade-mark,  it  would 
be  easy  to  prevent  confusion  with  similar  competitive  pro- 
ducts by  selling  it  under  a  special  name —  '  Fihlehne'a 
Pyramidon,'  for  example." 
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Promoted. — Major  Walter  Thomas  Grice,  Messrs.  Smith, 
Stanistreet  &  Co.,  Calcutta,  has  been  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Lieut. -Colonel  and  given  command  of  the  1st  Cal- 
cutta Volunteer  Battalion. 

Gone  to  Burma. — Two  recruits  to  the  ranks  of  the  British 
pharmacists  have  recently  arrived  in  Rangoon  (writes  a 
Burma  correspondent)  ;  they  are  Mr.  Moultrie,  who  has 
come  to  the  Rangoon  Medical  Hall ;  Mr.  E.  H.  Johnson,  to 
Messrs.  Rae  &  Co. 

Thorianite  Mining  in  Ceylon. — The  leases  of  the  right 
to  mine  this  valuable  mineral  on  the  Kuda-oya  and  Walawc- 
duwa  estates  in  Ceylon  expired  in  March  and  were  renewed 
for  another  year,  the  terms  being  payment  of  royalty  at 
20  per  cent.    The  total  output  was  18  cwt.  57^  lb. 

Manna  in  the  Central  Provinces. — An  official  report 
records  the  discovery  of  a  manna  in  the  Central  Provinces. 
It  has  been  obtained  from  the  tree,  Schrebera  Swietwies, 
from  which  it  exudes  as  a  whitish  sweet  gum.  The  dis- 
covery is  of  importance,  as  the  "Schrebera"  is  a  tree  of 
the  N.O.  Oleaeeas,  which  includes  the  ash  tree,  from  which 
the  commercial  manna  is  obtained. 

Another  Opium  Cure  is  reported  from  Burma.  Like 
the  Malayan  cure,  it  was  discovered  by  a  Chinaman,  and 
the  "cure"  is  a  Burmese  jungle  plant,  which  sometimes 
grows  into  a  big  tree,  but  which  does  not  bear  flowers. 
"  The  leaves  and  the  main  stem  are  deadly  poison,  even 
the  main  root  is  deadly  poison,  but  the  smaller  rootlets  that 
branch  from  the  main  root  are  the  medicine."  A  decoction 
is  made  of  these  rootlets,  and  it  is  administered  daily  for 
seven  days  before  the  "  habit  "  is  got  rid  of. 

Stole  Pink  Pills  because  he  Liked  Them. — At  the 
Shanghai  Mixed  Court  on  June  18,  a  Chinese  coolie  and  a 
boy  accomplice  were  charged  with  stealing  a  case  of  Dr. 
Williams's  Pink  Pills  for  Pale  People,  valued  at  $18,  from 
Mr.  P.  O'Brien  Twigg,  chemist  and  druggist.  The  coolie 
had  been  helping  an  assistant  of  Mr.  Twigg's  to  unpack 
some  cases,  and  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  assist- 
ant he  stole  the  pills.  To  the  Magistrates  he  expressed  his 
regret,  and  excused  himself  by  saying  that  he  only 
succumbed  to  the  temptation  on  this  occasion  because  he  had 
found  the  pills  so  good  for  his  complaints.  He  was  sentenced 
to  a  month's  imprisonment,  and  the  boy  was  ordered  to  find 
security. 

The  New  Out-patient  Department  of  the  General  Hos- 
pital, Rangoon,  was  appropriately  used  for  the  first  time  on 
June  19  for  a  conversazione  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, Burma  Branch.  The  invitation  being  extended  to 
members  of  the  profession 'other  than  British,  there  was  an 
attendance  of  close  upon  a  hundred.  Pharmacy  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  A.  S.  Griffin,  of  Messrs.  E.  M.  de  Souza  & 
Co.,  who  were  exhibiting  a  case  of  "  Modern  Medical  Prepa- 
rations in  General  Use."  Among  the  specimens  were  to  be 
seen  antharasol,  cannabin  tannate,  duotal,  esanofele  (an 
Italian  malaria  specific),  iodothyrin,  phospho-lecithin, 
purgatin,  styptol,  styracol,  sys  (specific  for  dysentery, 
etc.),  thiocol,  triferrin,  and  yohimbin.  Considering  the 
youthfulness  of  British  pharmacy  in  Burma,  this  may  be 
reckoned  a  fairly  up-to-date  assortment. 

"  The  Deleterious  Drugs  Ordinance  "  is  the  title  of  a 
new  Bill  brought  forward  by  the  Legislative  Council  of  the 
Straits  Settlements,  and  was  read  for  the  first  time  on 
June  14.  This  Bill  is  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the 
Morphine  Ordinance  of  1905,  which  it  repeals.  It  is  in  every 
way  a  duplicate  of  the  old  Ordinance,  except  that  cocaine  is 
added  to  morphine,  and  the  expression  "  deleterious  drug  " 
is  substituted  for  morphine,  and  pow-er  is  given  to  the 
Governor  in  Council  to  add  to  the  list  any  drug  which  may 
be  considered  to  be  a  deleterious  one.  In  the  objects  and 
reasons  for  the  introduction  of  this  Bill  it  is  stated  that  it 
has  been  found  necessary  on  account  of  the  growing  traffic 
in  cocaine.  As  might  be  expected,  the  chemists  are  in- 
terested in  the  new  Bill ;  but  the  Government  seem  to  believe 
in  the  policy  of  keeping  such  things  secret  as  long  as 
possible.  The  first  intimation  that  anything  of  the  kind 
■was  coming  up  was  received  through  the  Press  on  the  day 
previous  to  the  first  reading.

Music. — During  the  afternoon  of  June  21  in  the  Ronde- 
bosch  Town  Hall,  Madame  Appolline  Niay  gave  a  musical 
recital.  Madame  Niay  is  the  wife  of  Mr.  George  Darroll, 
a  well  known  Cape  Town  chemist,  and  is  a  brilliant  pianist 
whose  performances  are  very  much  appreciated  by  lovers 
of  music. 

Ads.  on  Postage  Stamps. — To  tide  over  the  "  commercial 
depression  prevailing"  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  Cape 
Colony  Treasurer  that  the  space  on  the  back  of  postage 
stamps  should  be  let  for  advertisements.  In  1892  the  New- 
Zealand  Government,  says  one  advocate  of  the  idea,  rented 
space  on  backs  of  stamps  to  advertisers,  and  the  Norwegian 
Government  are  considering  the  advisability  of  raising- 
revenue  from  the  same  source. 

Not  Guilty. — At  Woodstock,  Cape  Colony,  on  June  14, 
William  Webber,  an  unregistered  chemist,  was  charged  with 
exercising  the  trade  of  apothecary  or  chemist  and  drugght 
without  having  previously  taken  out  a  licence.  John  Mur- 
doch deposed  that  he  was  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Cameron 
&  Hamilton,  chemists,  and  that  Mr.  Webber  engaged  him, 
but  he  had  since  been  re-engaged  by  Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd. 
On  June  4  he  was  working  for  the  accused,  and  remembered 
a  police  officer  coming  to  the  shop  of  Mirrilees  &  Davis.  He 
showed  the  constable  Mr.  Mirrilees'  licence  to  trade  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist ;  also  the  general  dealer's  licence  held 
by  Mr.  Davis.  Witness  did  not  know  who  was  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  shop,  but  Mr.  Webber  was  his  principal 
and  paid  him  his  salary.  The  chemist's  and  general 
dealer's  licence  in  connection  with  one  shop  was  in  his  (wit- 
ness's) name.  After  further  evidence,  the  Magistrate 
found  the  accused  not  guilty. 

A  Very  Distressing  Affair  took  place  in  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal business  streets  of  Cape  Town  on  June  22.  A  re- 
spectably-dressed European  was  found  at  the  corner  of 
Adderley  and  Longmarket  Streets,  apparently  in  a  fit.  He 
was  conveyed  to  the  Casualty  Ward,  but  on  arrival  life 
was  found  to  be  extinct.  The  man  was  seen  to  drink 
something  from  a  bottle,  and  the  broken  pieces  of  a  bottle, 
which  was  found  to  have  contained  prussic  acid,  were  after- 
wards collected.  Deceased  was  found  to  be  James  Stephen 
Kernwick,  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  of  the  Colony 
of  Natal,  employed  until  recently  as  compounder  on  the 
C.S.A.  Railways  at  Pretoria.  From  inquiries  made,  by 
the  C.  <£•  D.  correspondent,  it  was  elicited  that  deceased 
went  to  the  Cape  Colony  some  months  ago  on  account  of  his 
health,  and  he  was  bitterly  disappointed  because  he  could 
not  practise  in  the  Cape  Colony.  After  some  time  he 
obtained  employment  in  one  of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew 
&  Co.'s  branches,  but  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  man- 
ager of  the  branch  a  day  or  so  prior  to  his  death,  as  he  was 
supposed  to  have  got  a  berth  at  Simonstown.  On  the  bodv 
was  found  a  copy  of  a  Pretoria  paper,  dated  January  21  of 
this  year,  and  a  marked  paragraph  referring  to  the  death 
of  his  daughter.  Deceased  wrote  a  farewell  note  to  his 
wife ;  also  asked  Mr.  Mathew  to  remit  his  wages  to  Mrs. 
Kernwick,  who  is  practically  destitute.  A  relief  fund  has 
been  inaugurated  on  behalf  of  her  and  the  family  of  five 
children. 
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Natal. 

Mr.  Roderick  Ross,  of  Utrecht,  whose  marriage  is 
announced  in  the  present  issue,  is  the  pioneer  of 
pharmacy  in  the  Utrecht  district  of  Natal,  and  it  is 
quite  evident  that  he  has  made  himself  popular.  A  week 
before  his  marriage  Mr.  Ross  was  returned  as  a  member 
of  the  local  town  council.  Before  going  to  Utrecht  he  was 
three  years  in  Durban,  where  he  took  an  active  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Transvaal. 

Personal.— Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  President  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board,  is  at  present  (June  23)  on  a  shooting  trip 
in  the  Northern  Transvaal. — Mr.  James  Johnston  (of  Peter- 
sen, Ltd.),  with  Mrs.  Johnston  and  family,  left  Johannes- 
burg about  the  end  of  June  for  a  six  weeks'  holiday  to  the 
Natal  coast. 

A  Boksburg  Burglary. — On  June  21  the  private  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  at  the  back  of  his 
pharmacy  in  Market  Square,  Boksburg,  was  broken  into, 
and  clothing,  jewellery,  and  other  articles  were  stolen.  Mr. 
Owen  Jones  and  his  family  are  at  Pretoria,  where  Mr. 
Owen  Jones  is  engaged  in  his  Parliamentary  duties,  and 
the  house  is  unoccupied,  except  at  night,  when  one  of  the 
assistants,  Mr.  W.  G.  Reidford,  sleeps  there.  The  robbery 
took  place  in  the  afternoon,  and  every  room  in  the  house 
but  one  was  completely  ransacked.  The  bedroom  occupied 
by  Mr.  Reidford,  who  only  arrived  in  South  Africa  from 
Scotland  a  few  months  ago,  was  despoiled,  two  suits  of 
clothes,  besides  other  wearing  apparel  belonging  to  Mr. 
Reidford,  being  taken  away.  No  trace  of  the  thieves  had 
been  obtained  when  the  mail  left. 


Canadian  IRews. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Patent-medicine  Legislation. — The  Retail  Merchants' 
Convention  of  Canada  was  held  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  in 
the  first  week  of  this  month,  when  the  patent-medicine  ques- 
tion was  taken  up,  with  the  following  result  : 

Resolved,  that  whereas  the  Dominion  Government  pro- 
poses to  introduce  legislation  to  regulate  the  sale  of  patent 
and  proprietary  medicines;  and  whereas  we  believe  that  a 
well-considered  measure  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  general 
public  and  to  the  trade,  we  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  any 
attempt  to  place  a  special  tax  on  any  preparation  to  pay 
the  expense  of  carrying  out  such  legislation,  would  be  the 
beginning  of  perhaps  special  taxation  on  other  lines  of  retail 
trade,  we  therefore  ask  the  Provincial  Board  to  use  every 
effort  to  oppose  this  unfair  proposal. 

Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Quebec. — At  the  first 
meeting  of  the  new  Council,  held  on  July  3  in  Montreal,  the 
following  officers  were  appointed  :  Mr.  E.  Tremble,  Mon- 
treal, re-elected  President  for  the  fourth  term;  Mr.  A.  E. 
Du  Berger,  Quebec,  re-elected  first  Vice-President;  Mr. 
Victor  Levesque,  second  Vice-President;  Mr.  C.  E.  Scarff, 
Montreal,  Treasurer  ;  Major  and  Minor  board  of  examiners  : 
Messrs.  R.  W.  Williams,  Three  Rivers ;  A.  B.  J.  Moore, 
Henri  Lanctot,  Achille  Goyette,  Leo  G.  Ryan,  Montreal ; 
and  J.  E.  Dube,  Quebec,  with  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble,  President, 
as  chairman  of  the  board.  Preliminary  board  of  examiners  : 
Professors  J.  0.  Cassegrain  and  Mr.  Isaac  Gammell,  with 
Mr.  Victor  Giroux  as  supervisor  for  the  city  and  district  of 
Quebec.  Mr.  A.  J.  Laurence  was  appointed  delegate  from 
the  Council  to  take  charge  of  the  Preliminary  examinations 
of  Montreal.  Auditors  :  Messrs.  A.  T.  Christie  and  Roger 
Pasquin,  Montreal.  Messrs.  J.  E.  Tremble,  A.  J.  Laurence, 
and  Victor  Levesque  were  appointed  as  delegates  to  confer 
with  those  from  other  pharmaceutical  bodies  at  a  meeting  to 
be  held  in  Toronto  early  in  September,  to  discuss  the  ad- 
visability or  otherwise  of  the  formation  of  a  Dominion 
Association. 


Santo  Domingo  Beeswax.— During  1906  beeswax  amounting 
to  514,825  lb.,  and  valued  at  25,119/.,  was  exported  from  Santo 
Domingo.  Of  this  product  281,288  lb.  went  to  Germany, 
154,233  lb.  to  the  United  States,  65,584  lb.  to  France,  and 
13,720  lb.  to  "other  countries."  The  exports  of  honey 
amounted  to  58,068  gals.,  against  123,003  gals,  in  1905.

Pharmacy-hours  in  Bavaria. — The  Bavarian  law  re- 
quires pharmacies  to  be  open  from  6  a.m.  to  9  r.M.,  and  on 
Sundays  till  2  p.m.,  and  attendance  by  call  at  other  times. 
A  new  Royal  decree  provides  for  some  relaxation  and  open- 
ing on  Sundays  and  holidays  by  rotation  where  there  is  more 
than  one  pharmacy.  The  position  of  assistants  is  recog- 
nised in  the  decree,  which  is  significant,  and  marks  a  de- 
parture in  Government  traditions. 

Military  Pharmacists  in  Portugal. — In  Portugal,  army 
pharmacists,  like  army  doctors,  constitute  a  separate  body ; 
the  corps  is  a  very  small  one,  consisting  as  it  does  of  only 
five  officers,  a  major,  two  captains,  and  three  lieutenants. 
The  major  controls  the  medicine  depot  in  Lisbon,  and  the 
other  pharmacists  are  attached  to  the  military  hospitals  in 
Lisbon  and  Oporto  and  to  regimental  hospitals.  In  time  of 
war  a  pharmacist  always  goes  with  the  staff  division,  with  the 
ambulance  corps,  and  with  the  convoy. 

Turkey  Sponge. — The  sponge-fisheries  in  the  Binghazy 
district  of  Turkey,  which  are  carried  on  by  Hellenic  subjects 
in  Greek  vessels,  yielded  25,200  kilos,  in  1906,  paying  to 
the  Public  Debt  a  duty  of  10s.  per  kilo.,  equal  to  12,600^. ;  in 
1905  the  yield  was  35,000  kilos.,  and  the  amount  paid  to  the 
Public  Debt  equal  to  17,500/.  Owing  to  numerous  accidents 
to  the  divers,  the  Ottoman  Government  forbade  diving- 
operations  within  Turkish  territorial  waters.  The  Greeks 
are  therefore  compelled  to  operate  in  deep  waters 
at  over  two  miles  from  the  coast.  Before  diving  for  sponges 
was  prohibited  in  Turkish  waters,  the  annual  receipts  de- 
rived therefrom  by  the  Public  Debt  were  reckoned  at 
80,000/. 

Alleged  Pink  Pills  Libel. — In  the  Practice  Court,  Mel- 
bourne, on  June  12,  an  application  was  made  for  directions 
for  an  order  in  a  case  in  which  Mrs.  Nuzum,  of  Ballarat 
East,  claims  damages  from  Dr.  Williams's  Medicine  Co., 
Sydney,  for  libel.  The  alleged  libel  complained  of  consisted 
of  advertisements  published  in  various  Melbourne,  Sydney, 
Adelaide,  and  Perth  newspapers,  containing  statements  pur- 
porting to  have  been  made  by  the  plaintiff,  in  which  she 
was  said  to  have  described  various  ailments  which  had 
afflicted  her,  and  also  to  have  testified  to  a  '"wonderful 
cure  "  which  had  resulted  from  her  taking  a  course  of  pink 
pills.  The  defendants  intimated  that  they  would  plead 
that  the  plaintiff  authorised  the  publication  of  the  state- 
ment, which  she  now  denied.  The  trial  was  fixed  to  take 
place  in  Melbourne. 

A  Retrial  Ordered. — A  trial  will  shortly  take  place 
concerning  a  fundamental  principal  of  German  pharmacy. 
As  already  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
(February  2,  p.  182),  an  apotheker  of  Weissenfels  was 
acquitted  of  a  charge  of  manslaughter  on  January  21,  the 
experts  called  by  the  Court  stating  that  under  the  circum- 
stances the  accused  had  not  acted  carelessly.  In  March 
last  year  a  physician  and  a  manufacturer  died  from  the 
effects  of  poisoning  after  partaking  of  artificial  Garlsbad 
salt,  purchased  in  the  pharmacy  of  the  accused.  It  was 
proved  that  the  wholesale  house  had  made  a  mistake  by 
supplying  barium  nitrate  instead  of  artificial  Carlsbad 
salt.  The  experts  proved  that  the  apotheker  had  fulfilled 
his  duty  by  submitting  the  preparation  to  the  tests  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  which  gives  no  chemical  analysis.  Upon 
the  protest  of  the  State  Procurator,  an  appeal  to  the 
Imperial  Court  was  made,  which  has  now  referred  the 
case  to  undergo  a  fresh  trial  in  Nordhausen.  The  Imperia! 
Court  found  that  the  apotheker  should  not  have  con- 
tented himself  by  a  superficial  analysis,  but  that  it  was 
his  duty  to  make  a  thorough  test,  the  more  so  as  he  was 
aware  that  the  wholesale  house  also  produced  poisons, 
and  that  on  one  occasion  already  a  mistake  had  occurred. 
The  general  opinion  is,  however,  that  the  unfortunate 
apotheker  had  done  all  that  could  be  required  of  him. 
The  Pharmacopoeia  only  states  that  artificial  Carlsbad 
salt  is  a  dry  white  powder,  and  that  6  grams  dissolved 
in  a  litre  of  water  gives  a  water  similar  to  that  of  Carls- 
bad. The  druggists  have  seized  upon  this  case  to  further 
their  aims  by  representing  that  it  proved  the  monopoly 
enjoyed  by  the  apotheker  as  the  sole  provider  of  pure 
remedies  to  be  a  delusion.

The  Soap  Combine  Libel. 

Lever.  Bros.,  Ltd.  v.  The  Associated  Newspapers,  Ltd. 

At  the  Liverpool  Assizes  on  Monday,  July  15,  before  Mr. 
Justice  A.  T.  Lawrence  and  a  special  jury,  the  action  to 
recover  damages  from  the  publishers  and  proprietors  of 
the  "Daily  Mail"  and  the  "Evening  News"  for  libel  was 
commenced.  A  second  action  on  similar  lines  was  against 
the  Associated  Newspapers  Co.,  proprietors  of  the  "Daily 
Mirror."  Sir  Edward  Carson,  K.C.,  opened  the  case  for 
Messrs.  Lever  Bros.,  the  "whole  of  Monday  being  devoted 
to  his  speech.  In  this  he  narrated  the  history  of  the  pro- 
posed soap-union  and  the  opposition  to  it  by  the  newspapers 
mentioned.  Sir  Edward  specified  numerous  points  hi  the 
articles  which  he  alleged  to  be  untrue  and  to  be  grossly 
libellous.  His  speech  was  continued  on  Tuesday,  and  at  its 
close  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  managing  director  of  the  plaintiff 
company,  gave  evidence.  He  was  cross-examined  at  great 
length  by  Mr.  Rufus  Isaacs,  K.C.,  leading  counsel  for  the 
defendants,  but  his  evidence  was  not  shaken  in  any  respect. 
When  the  Court  adjourned  on  Tuesday  Mr.  Lever  was  still 
under  cross-examination.  On  Wednesday  morning  there 
was  some  delay  in  the  opening  of  the  court,  and  it  after- 
wards transpired  that  Mr.  Lever's  strong  attitude  under 
cross-examination  had  induced  a  reconsideration  of  the  de- 
fence, and  there  had  been  a  consultation  between  parties. 
When  the  Court  reassembled  Mr.  Isaacs  informed  his  Lord- 
ship that  it  was  impossible  to  persist  in  the  charges ;  he 
withdrew  the  plea  of  justification,  withdrew  unreservedly 
every  imputation  which  had  been  made  on  Mr.  Lever's 
honour  and  integrity,  gave  on  behalf  of  his  clients  an  un- 
reserved apology,  and  did  "not  propose  to  proceed  with  the 
plea  of  fair  comment.  The  only  question  for  the  jury  would 
be  that  of  damages.  Sir  E.  Carson,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Lever, 
declined  to  accept  any  compromise  at  this  stage,  and  insisted 
that  his  client  should  have  from  the  jury  such  vindication  in 
the  form  of  damages  as  they  considered  the  plaintiffs  en- 
titled to.  Ultimately  it  was  agreed  that  50,000/.  and  costs 
should  cover  the  settlement,  5/.  damages  to  cover  the  second 
case. 

[In  the  report  of  Sir  Edward  Carson's  speech  in  the  "  Daily 
Mail  "  of  July  16  the  following  passage  occurs : 

That   Wright's,   manufacturers  of  coal-tar  soap,  had 

refused  to  enter  the  "Combine"  was  untrue.  Wright's 

wanted  to  get  in,  but  they  demanded  such  an  enormous  sum 

that  the  "Combine"  would  not  pay  it. 
Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney  immediately  informed  our 
contemporary  that  "  at  no  time  during  the  negotiations  for  the 
Combine  were  any  suggestions  made  to  us  to  join  the  Combine, 
or  overtures  on  our  part  made  to  be  connected  with  it."  Our 
contemporary  printed  the  following  at  the  end  of  the  report 
on  July  17 : 

Owing  to  the  name  having  been  indistinctly  heard  by 
the  reporter,  the  name  of  Messrs.  Wright  was  given  instead 
of  Messrs.  Knight,  as  the  firm  mentioned  by  Sir  Edward 
Carson  as  desirous  of  entering  the  soap  "  combine." 
This  does  not  explain  why  the  words  "  manufacturers  of 
coal-tar  soap  "  were  written  into  the  report.    In  any  case 
Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney  immediately  informed  our 
contemporary  that  "  at  no  time  during  the  negotiations  for  the 
the  statement  attributed  to  Sir  Edward  Carson."] 


High  Court  Cases. 

The  Chartreuse  Action. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Monday,  July  15,  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce  concluded  the  hearing  of  evidence  in  the  action 
brought  by  the  Carthusian  monks  (expelled  from  France  in 
1903)  to  restrain  the  liquidator  of  their  property,  appointed 
by  the  Government  of  the  French  Republic,  from  shipping 
liqueur  to  this  country  under  the  description  of  "Char- 
treuse." 

In  the  course  of  the  evidence  for  the  defence,  M.  Xavier 
P.  Rocques,  a  consulting"  chemist,  who  had  been  in  the 
Paris  Municipal  Laboratory  for  ten  years,  stated  that  as  far 
as  chemical  analysis  can  tell,  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  liqueur  made  by  the  monks  and  that  made  by  the  French 
Government,  but  he  admitted  that  analysis  can  only  tell 
with  certainty  the  quantity  of  alcohol  or  sugar;  as  to  the 


bouquet,  fragrance,  or  essence,  chemical  analysis  is  power- 
less. Tasting  alone  helped  in  that.  Witness  further  stated 
that  the  use  of  wine  alcohol  and  fresh  herbs  is  essential. 
Witness  was  cross-examined  as  to  different  manufacturers 
of  liqueurs  having  their  own  secret  processes  and  recipes, 
and  he  admitted  that  chemical  analysis  cannot  detect  the 
subtle  differences  of  composition.  M.  Louis  S.  Tieche,  a 
distiller  and  director  of  the  Cusenier  Coand,  and  a  director 
of  the  Compagnie  Fermiere  at  Fourvoirie,  also  gave  evi- 
dence, the  chief  interest  of  which  was  in  his  statement  that 
after  the  expulsion  of  the  monks  from  Fourvoirie  he  took  up 
his  present  position  there  on  July  14,  1904,  and  the  people 
in  the  district  who  had  previously  been  engaged  in  making 
and  packing  Chartruese  liqueur  offered  their  services,  and 
they  were  engaged.  They  had  the  further  advantage  of 
being  in  the  centre  where  the  aromatic  herbs  grow,  and 
which  when  fresh  have  a  particular  odour  of  their  own. 
In  cross-examination  witness  stated  that  he  had  previously 
at  Charenton  and  Marseilles  made  liqueur  jaune  with  plants 
from  Chartruese,  but  it  was  only  an  imitation  compared  with 
the  liqueur  made  on  the  spot  from  the  fresh-gathered  plants. 
In  the  cross-examination  Mr.  P.  O.  Lawrence,  K.C.,  wanted 
to  know  what  herbs  are  used,  but  witness  declined  to  answer, 
and  his  Lordship  would  not  enforce  the  question.  Witness 
stated  peasants  supplied  the  fresh  plants,  and  from  these  he 
completed  his  information  as  to  what  goes  into  the  liqueur. 
Mr.  Lawrence  was  proceeding  to  further  cross-examine  the 
witness  as  to  whether  the  defendants  were  manufacturing 
at  Fourvoirie  the  same  liqueur  as  before  they  went  to  that 
factory,  when  his  Lordship  said  he  declined  to  decide  that 
issue.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  arguments  of  counsel  on 
Wednesday  his  Lordship  reserved  judgment. 

Dental  Company  Restrained. 
In  the  Dublin  Court  on  Thursday,  July  18,  the  case  of 
the  Attorney-General  for  Ireland  v.  Myddletons,  Ltd., 
surgeon-dentists,  Belfast,  came  up  for  judgment.  Alfred 
Myddleton,  Wm.  Boles,  James  Cochrane,  Wm.  Greenlee, 
John  Walters,  and  Robert  C.  Gordon  were  also  associated 
as  defendants,  the  principal  item  of  the  claim  being  that 
the  defendants  wrongfully  and  fraudulently  and  with 
intent  to  injure  and  deceive  the  liege  subjects  of  his 
Majesty  and  to  injure  and  defraud  the  persons  registered 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  conspired  together  to  form, 
and  did  form,  and  procured  to  be  registered  the  defendant 
company,  Myddletons,  Ltd.  The  hearing  was  fully  re- 
ported 'in  the  C.  cfc  D.,  June  22,  p.  926-8.  His  Lordship 
granted  the  injunction  asked  for. 


Dentists  Act. 

Using  a  Dentist's  Name-plates. 
At  the  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  July  12,  Mark  Dale,  of 
Claremont  Villa,  Holdenhurst  Road,  was  summoned  by  the 
British  Dental  Association  for  using  the  title  of  "dentist,'' 
he  not  being  registered  under  the  Act.  Mr.  R.  W.  Turner 
appeared  for  the  Association,  and  Mr.  Mallam,  Oxford, 
defended.  Defendant  pleaded  not  guilty.  For  the  prosecu- 
tion it  was  stated  that  defendant  occupied  and  practised  as 
a  dentist  in  a  house  wherein  Mr.  Murch,  dentist,  formerly 
practised,  and  whose  name-plates  still  remained  on  the 
house.  A  witness  was  called,  who  said  that  she  went  to  the 
house  and  asked  for  Mr.  Murch.  She  was  told  that  he  was 
dead,  and  the  person  who  told  her  this  said  he  was  Mr. 
Dale.  At  his  invitation  she  went  into  the  operating-room. 
She  there  had  a  tooth  extracted,  and  paid  a  shilling  for  the 
extraction.  The  defendant  denied  these  allegations.  The 
Bench  found  the  charge  proved,  and  fined  defendant  5/., 
and  costs.  On  the  application  of  Mr.  Turner  special  costs — 
viz.,  10/.  10s. — were  allowed  to  the  prosecutors. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 
At  Slough,  on  July  10,  Mr.  William  Wigglesworth,  chemist 
and  druggist,  High  Street,  Slough,  was  summoned  for 
selling  cream  of  tartar  which  contained  2.4  grains  of  lead 
per  pound. — Dr.  E.  Weaver  Adams  stated  that  according 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  the  drug  should  contain  no 
lead  at  all,  but  by  agreement  for  trade  purposes  one- 
seventh  of  a  grain  per  lb.  was  recognised.  It  was  possible, 
he  said,  to  manufacture  it  without  any  trace  of  lead,  and 
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2.4  grains  per  lb.  would  be  injurious  to  health. — Defendant 
stated  that  he  took  over  the  business  on  February  25  last 
from  Mr.  Foulston,  and  the  cream  of  tartar  was  in  the  stock. 
He  had  been  unable  to  trace  its  origin.  He  had  now 
destroyed  it,  and  had  purchased  a  fresh  supply  with  a 
guarantee  from  the  wholesale  firm.  He  kept  purified  cream 
of  tartar  for  dispensing  purposes,  but  this  was  never  sup- 
plied unless  specially  asked  for. — Having  regard  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  the  Bench  dismissed  the  summons 
on  payment  of  30s.  6cl.  costs. 

A  Proprietary  Article. 
At  the  Liverpool  City  Court,  on  July  10,  before  Mr.  W.  J. 
Stewart,  stipendiary  magistrate,  Boots,  Cash  Chemists, 
Ltd.,  Nottingham,  were  summoned  under  Section  27  of  the 
1875  Act  for  wilfully  giving  a  label  with  a  bottle  of  Guy's 
Tonic  (sold  at  the  company's  premises,  Nos.  11  and  13 
London  Road,  Liverpool)  which  did  falsely  describe  such 
article.  Mr.  W.  Collingwood  Williams,  B.Sc,  public 
analyst  for  the  City  of  Liverpool,  had  certified  that  the 
sample  of  Guy's  Tonic  submitted  to  him  was  devoid,  except 
for  a  trace  of  hydrochloric  acid,  of  the  active  ingredients 
of  gastric  juice  and  had  no  digestive  properties.  Upon 
this  basis  proceedings  were  instituted,  Section  27  stating 
that : — 

Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  give  a  label  with  any 
article  sold  by  him  which  shall  falsely  describe  the  article 
sold,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Act,  and  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 
Proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Corporation,  but  Mr. 
Clayton,  who  appeared  on  their  behalf,  applied  for  per- 
mission to  withdraw  the  summons,  as  he  could  not  prove 
guilty  knowledge  on  the    part  of    Messrs.  Boots. — The 
solicitor  for  the  defendants   addressed   the  magistrate, 
representing  that  his  clients  had  been  put  to  expense,  and 
he  asked  for  ten  guineas  costs. — The  magistrate,  in  dis- 
missing the  case,  said  that  the  authorities  had  proceeded 
under  a  misconception  of  the  statutory  provisions.    It  was 
not  possible,  he  considered,  for  an  ordinary  retail  vendor 
or  chemist  to  know  the  actual  constituents  of  a  patent 
medicine,  and  he  could  not  be  held  liable   for  falsely 
describing  the  article  in  such  circumstances.    He  allowed 
the  defendants  five  guineas  costs. 

Three  summonses  against  grocers  for  similar  offences 
were  also  by  consent  withdrawn. 

Beeswax. 

At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Curtis  Bennett, 
on  July  17,  Mr.  J.  Davis,  chemist,  Railton  Road,  Heme 
Hill,  was  summoned  for  selling  as  beeswax  an  article  which 
the  public  analyst  certified  to  consist  of  paraffin-wax  20  parts, 
resin  5  parts,  and  beeswax  75  parts.  Mr.  H.  J.  Smith, 
Town  Clerk,  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Lambeth  Borough 
Council,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  defended  on  behalf  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association.  The  sale  was  admitted, 
but  Mr.  Kirby  questioned  Inspector  Clements,  the  officer 
who  took  the  sample,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  he  divided 
the  wax.  The  officer  said  he  was  served  with  four  rings. 
Two  he  gave  to  the  public  analyst,  one  he  kept,  and  the  other 
he  left  with  the  defendant.  Mr.  Kirby  said  he  must  take 
the  objection  that  the  sample  had  not  been  properly  divided. 
It  must  be  divided  into  three  parts.  Obviously  one  tablet 
was  not  necessarily  representative  of  the  whole.  He  quoted 
the  case  of  Mason  v.  Cowdary,  in  which  six  small  bottles  of 
camphorated  oil  were  purchased,  and  the  High  Court  ruled 
that  instead  of  giving  two  bottles  to  the  seller,  two  to  the 
analyst,  and  reserving  two  the  purchaser  should  have  mixed 
the  contents  and  divided  the  whole  into  three  parts.  Mr. 
Kirby  added  that  the  case  of  Smith  v.  Savage  showed  the 
way  in  which  an  inspector  ought  to  divide  a  sample  of  this 
kind.  Here  the  inspector  bought  three  packets  of  cream 
of  tartar  and  mixed  them  altogether  and  divided  the  whole 
into  three  parts.  That  was  held  to  be  a  proper  division. 
In  the  present  case  it  happened  the  tablets  were  part  of  two 
separate  consignments,  so  mat  there  might  very  easily  be  a 
distinction  between  them.  Mr.  Smith  reminded  the  Magis- 
trate that  the  Act  did  not  say  "Three  equal  parts."  It 
said  "  Three  parts."  Mr.  Kirby  :  It  obviously  means  three 
equal  parts— Mr.  Smith  said  the  inspector  asked  for  ^  lb.  of 
beeswax,  and  was  given  four  lumps.— Mr.  Curtis  Bennett  : 
What  they  say  is  that  you  should  have  put  all  these  together 
and  have  made  as  equal  a  division  as  you  could.   You  have 


got  to  divide  into  three  equal  parts,  and  you  do  not. — 
Mr.  Smith  :  It  does  not  say  three  equal  parts. — Mr.  Curtis- 
Bennett  :  No ;  but  I  think  it  means  three  equal  parts  as  far 
as  practicable.  It  is  possible  that  some  of  these  contained 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  beeswax  than  the  others.  What 
he  (the  inspector)  ought  to  have  done  was  to  divide  each  of 
the  things  into  three. — Mr.  Kirby  :  He  had  two  alterna- 
tives.— Mr.  Curtis  Bennett  :  I  quite  agree  with  you.  He 
could  have  squashed  all  four  up  and  divided  them  or  have 
divided  each  into  three.  He  did  not  do  either. — The  sum- 
mons was  thereupon  dismissed. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Sending  Paint  to  Calcutta. 
With  reference  to  the  case  of  Neale  &  Wilkinson  v.  The 
Cyanite  Paint  Co.  (C.  &  I).,  July  6,  p.  9),  we  may  add  that 
the  sum  awarded  (3/.)  was  what  the  plaintiffs  agreed  to- 
accept  before  taking  proceedings. 

Acceptance  of  Cheque  "in  Settlement." 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  July  16,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Les  Fils  de  Louis  Lahu,  of  Lavans, 
St.  Claude,  Jura,  France,  sued  Mr.  M.  J.  Fecher,  1  James 
Street,  Old  Street,  E.C.,  to  recover  50/.  Is.  9d.,  the  balance 
of  400/.,  for  druggists'  sundries  (including  granules  and 
soothers).  Mr.  Poyser  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr. 
Fox  for  the  defendant,  who  counterclaimed  for  about  161. 
in  respect  to  goods  which  were  not  ordered  or  were  not 
according  to  sample.  Mr.  Fox  contended  that  when  the  de- 
fendant sent  51.  15s.  9rf.  "  in  settlement,"  that  constituted1 
a  settled  account,  and  the  plaintiffs  could  not  go  beyond  it. 
Plaintiffs  did  not  write  saying  they  would  take  it  on  ac- 
count ;  therefore  the  condition  which  was  imposed  when 
the  cheque  was  sent  was  operative.  Judge  Rentoul  said 
he  could  not  hold  that  the  cheque  was  a  barrier  to  the 
plaintiffs'  claim.  If  a  cheque  is  sent  in  settlement,  and  it 
is  paid  into  the  bank  and  nothing  is  said  at  all,  the  condi- 
tion imposed  can  be  set  aside.  Cashing  such  a  cheque  does 
not  necessarily  amount  to  an  accord  and  satisfaction,  or  an 
acceptation.  Ultimately  judgment  was  given  for  the 
plaintiffs  on  the  claim  for  17/.  10s.  beyond  the  money  paicf 
into  court,  the  question  of  law  as  to  whether  loss  of  profit 
could  be  allowed  standing  over.

Returning  to  Glasgow,  he  acted  as 
an  assistant  to  the  chemistry  professor  at  Anderson's  Col- 
lege, until  he  joined  the  firm  of  Tatlock  &  Wallace,  City 
analysts  (subsequently  Wallace  &  Tatlock).  Dr.  Clark 
was  a  careful  observer,  and  when  he  made  communications 
at  the  meetings  held  in  Burlington  House  he  was  always 
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well  received.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  a  family  of 
six  son  sand  daughters,  the  eldest  son,  Mr.  Robert  Clark, 
B.Sc,  being  the  sole  member  of  the  firm  of  Wallace  &  Clark. 

Collingwood. — On  July  4,  Mr.  Percy  Collingwood. 
formerly  of  the  firm  Hertz  &  Collingwood.  Mr.  Colling- 
wood a  day  before  his  death  had  an  apoplectic  seizure  on  the 
stair  of  his  office,  and  never  recovered  consciousness.

He  is 
survived  by  Mrs.  Collingwood. 

Dupre. — On  July  15,  at  Mount  Edgcumbe,  Sutton, 
Surrey,  Dr.  August  Dupre,  F.R.S.,  aged  seventy-two. 
Dr.  Dupre  was  born  at  Mainz  on  September  6,  1835,  and, 
after  studying  at  Giessen  and  Heidelberg,  graduated  at 
the  latter  university  in  1855.  He  then  came  to  London 
and  practised  as  a  consulting  chemist.  In  1864  he  was 
appointed  lecturer  on  chemistry  at  Westminster  Hospital 
Medical  School,  which  appointment  he  held  for  nearly 
thirty-five  years.  He  was,  however,  best  known  as  an 
expert  in  the  chemistry  of  explosives,  being  adviser  to 
the  Home  Office  on  the  subject,  but  he  also  had  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  analysis  of  water,  food,  and  wines,  and 
as  a  witness  had  a  high  reputation.  He  was  a  toxicologist 
of  no  mean  order,  and  his  most  notable  appearance  in  that 
department  was  as  a  witness  for  the  Crown  in  the  Lamson 
poisoning  case,  his  evidence  in  regard  to  the  presence  of 
aconitine  helping  to  secure  the  conviction  of  Lamson.  Dr. 
Dupre  had  been  in  feeble  health  for  some  time. 

Holme. — At  Wallingford,  on  July  6,  Mr.  Henry  Thomas 
Holme,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty. 

Johnston. — At  Croftdale,  Biggar,  on  July  14,  Agnes 
Mitchell,  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Robert  Johnston, 
chemist,  Musselburgh,  aged  twenty-seven. 

King. — At  London  Road,  Portsmouth,  on  July  9,  Mr. 
Edward  Albert  Godfrey  King,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
sixty-five. 

Peekin. — At  the  Chestnuts,  Sudbury,  Middlesex,  on 
July  14,  Sir  William  Henry  Perkin,  F.R.S.,  LL.D.,  etc., 


aged  sixty-nine.  The  unexpected  death  of  this  distinguished 
chemist  was  due  to  double  pneumonia  after  four  days'  ill- 
ness. Although  he  had  been  working  in  chemical  research 
for  over  half  a  century,  it  will  be  noticed  that  Sir  William 


was  not  an  aged  man.  The  story  of  his  discovery  of  mauve, 
the  first  aniline  dye,  was  told  very  fully  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  August  4,  1906,  p.  220,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
international  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
discovery,  when  distinguished  chemists  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  came  to  London  to  join  in  congratulations  to  Sir 
William,  who  the  previous  week  had  been  honoured  with 
knighthood  by  his  Majesty.  Sir  William  was  the  son  of 
Mr.  J.  F.  Perkin,  a  builder,  and  was  born  in  March  1838, 
educated  in  the  City  of  London  School,  where  Mr.  Thomas 
Hall,  the  teacher  of  chemistry,  gave  him  his  first  lessons  in 
the  science.  He  entered  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry -in 
his  fifteenth  year,  and  two  years  later  became  private 
assistant  to  Professor  Hofmann  in  the  research  laboratory. 
His  discovery  of  mauve  was  made  in  his  own  room  at  home 
during  the  Easter  vacation  of  1856,  when  he  was  endeavour- 
ing to  make  quinine  artificially  by  oxidising  aniline,  and 
instead  produced  a  colouring  matter  which  became  known 
as  "  Tyrian  Purple,"  or  mauve.  This  was  patented  on 
August  26,  1856,  and  in  June  of  the  following  year  young 
Perkin  began  building  works  at  Greenford  Green,  near 
Harrow,  where  the  manufacture  of  the  dye  was  carried  on 
successfully  until  1874,  when  he  retired  from  business, 
having  made  a  fortune.  Since  that  time  he  had  devoted 
himself  entirely  to  scientific  research,  and  had  he  not  dis- 
covered mauve  or  synthetic  alizarine  and  coumarin,  he 
would  still  have  been  one  of  our  leading  chemists,  because 
his  researches  in  the  magnetic  rotation  of  organic  bodies 
placed  him  in  the  first  rank  of  investigators.  The  last  com- 
munication that  he  made  to  the  Chemical  Society,  on 
April  18,  threw  new  light  on  the  constitution  of  benzene, 
Sir  William  having  ascertained  the  magnetic  rotatory  power 
of  the  hydrocarbon  hexatriene  and  other  substances  co- 
related  to  benzene,  and  showed  that  the  high  rotation  is  due 
to  the  presence  in  the  hydrocarbon  of  three  conjugated 
ethylenic  linkages  which  supports  the  Kekule  formula. 
Whenever  it  was  known  that  Sir  William  was  to  contribute 
a  paper  to  the  Chemical  Society  the  leaders  in  London  were 
sure  to  be  there,  and  latterly  his  communications  had 
become  so  epoch-making  that  all  grades  came  to  hear  them. 
His  modest  and  hesitating  manner  sometimes  failed  to  do 
justice  to  the  importance  of  his  communications.  After  the 
April  meeting  referred  to  the  writer  had  a  brief  chat  with 
Sir  William  regarding  the  interest  of  his"  work,  and  he 
modestly  declared  that  it  was  only  occasionally  that  any- 
thing worth  communicating  to  the  Society  came  from  his 
laboratory.  Chemical  research  was  not  Sir  William's  only 
work  in  his  retirement,  for  he  had  for  many  years  main- 
tained an  undenominational  mission  in  Harrow,  and  in  it 
was  assisted  by  his  daughters.

Sir  William  was  twice  married,  his 
second  wife  being  Alexandrine  Caroline,  youngest  daughter 
of  the  late  Ivan  Hermann  Mollwo,  whom  he  married  m 
1866.  They  had  three  sons  and  four  daughters.  All  the 
sons  have  distinguished  themselves  as  chemists,  two  of  them 
being  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society— viz.,  Professor  W.  H. 
Perkin,  of  Manchester,  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Perkin,  of  York- 
shire College,  Leeds.  Dr.  F.  Mollwo  Perkin,  his  youngest 
son,  is  head  of  the  chemistry  department  of  the  Borough 
Polytechnic  chemical  department.  The  funeral  took  place 
at  Christ  Church,  Roxeth,  Harrow,  on  Wednesday. 

Pollard.— At  Milton  Place,  Halifax,  on  July  11,  Mr. 
Jonathan  Pollard,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty-eight. 
Mr.  Pollard,  who  was  an  ex-alderman  of  the  borough,  re- 
tired from  his  businesses  about  nine  years  ago.  He  suc- 
ceeded to  the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Baldwin— 
with  whom  he  served  his  apprenticeship— forty-four  years 
ao-o  at  a  timber-built  Tudor-structure  top  of  Woolshops. 
Some  twenty  years  later  Mr.  Pollard  developed  a  whole- 
sale oil-merchant's  and  colour  business  m  Black  Swan 
Passage,  taking  into  partnership  in  this  branch  his  former 
apprentice,  Mr.  J.  W.  B.  Winter.  For  twenty  years  Mr. 
Pollard  was  an  active  member  of  the  Halifax  Town  Council, 
and  as  chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  several  years 
he  was  brought  much  in  contact  with  the  grocers  and 
chemists  of  the  district.  Twice  he  was  asked  to  accept  the 
mayoralty,  but  declined  on  each  occasion.  He  was  a  director 
of  'the  Halifax  Permanent  Benefit  Building  Society,  and 
took  great  interest  in  local  cricket  and  bowling  clubs.  To 
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the  memory  of  his  wife  who  died  some  years  ago  Mr.  Pollard 
placed  a  stained-glass  window  in  Coley  Church,  where  the 
interment  took  place  on  July  13.  The  funeral  was  very 
largely  attended,  all  sections  of  the  community  being  repre- 
sented.

Smith,  house  surgeon  of  the  South  Devon  and  East  Corn- 
wall Hospital,  said  deceased  was  suffering  from  a  badly 
fractured  skull,  and  from  the  first  there  was  no  chance  of 
recovery.  A  verdict  of  "  accidental  death  "  was  recorded.

This  is  the  window  of  Mr.  J.  Milner,  chemist,  Greenwich, 
and,  as  will  be  seen,  it  is  entirely  devoted  to  lemonade 
crystals—  or  Greenwich  Lemonade,  as  Mr.  Milner  prefers 
to  call  it.  Only  the  cartons  are  used  for  display,  and  be- 
sides an  effective  arrangement  of  these  the  show  includes 
five  large  plaster  casts  of  lemons,  suitably  coloured,  which 
cost  12s.,  including  carriage.  Mr.  Milner  also  uses  an 
effective  showcard  depicting  a  jug  and  fourteen  tumblers 
as  the  "  quantity  of  delicious  lemonade  made  from  a 
packet  of  Greenwich  lemonade."  When  Mr.  Milner  had 
the  photograph  taken,  the  weather  was,  he  thought,  more 
suitable  for  a  cough-mixture  display,  but  it  has  come  right 
now,  and  no  doubt  he  is  reaping  the  harvest.

Balsam 

is  a  word  which  undoubtedly  suggests  the  idea  of 
healing,  and  we  cannot  complain  of  the  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  to  tax  it  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 
They  are  indeed  generous,  first,  in  permitting  chemists  to 
use  up  their  present  stock  of  labels ;  I  have  known  labels 
last  fifty  years,  and  it  is  even  betting  that  this  is  longer  than 
the  Act  will  live;  and,  secondly,  in  not  coupling  with 
balsam  the  equally  suggestive  title  of  balm.  Perhaps  this 
is  understood.  Balm  is  the  same  word  as  balsam,  only 
filtered  through  French.  Lung  balm,  I  should  think,  would 
convey  to  the  public  the  same  meaning  as  lung  balsam.  The 
remedial  association  of  the  words  is  due  partly  to  Paracelsus, 
who  held  that  all  organic  bodies  possessed  in  themselves 
something  of  a  restorative  character  which  he  called  a 
balsam,  which  healed  wounds  and  diseases,  but  principally  to 
the  introduction  of  the  word  into  modern  translations  of  the 
familiar  passage  in  the  book  of  Jeremiah  (viii.  22)  :  "Is 
there  no  balm  in  Gilead  ?  "  The  Hebrew  word  used  there, 
and  also  in  the  passage  in  Genesis  (xxxvii.  25),  stating  that 
Ishmaelites  were  carrying  it  to  Egypt  along  with  spices  and 
myrrh,  was  tsori,  which  had  the  meaning  of  something 
exuding  or  distilled.  In  the  Septuagint  and  in  the  Vulgate 
versions  the  Greek  and  Latin  originals  of  our  resin  (retina 
and  resina)  are. used  uniformly  for  tsori;  Coverdale  intro- 
duced balm  in  the  Genesis  passage  in  1535,  but  gave  triacle 
in  the  Jeremiah  verse.  Wycliff  has  sweet  gum  in  the  first 
and  resyn  in  the  second  case ;  and  Luther  chose  balsam  and 
salve  respectively.  The  Geneva  translation  of  1560  used 
balm  in  both  passages. 

How  Old  is  the  Truss  ? 

asks  the  C .  <£•  D.'s  Birmingham  corre- 
spondent. Nearly  as  old  as  hernia,  would  be  the  correct 
answer.  The  earliest  known  reference  to  the  treatment  of 
hernia  by  a  sort  of  truss  is  to  be  found  in  Celsus,  who  wrote 
on  medicine  about  the  year  1  of  our  era.  The  bandage 
which  Celsus  describes  as  necessary  in  this  treatment  was  a 
belt  of  canvas  with  a  linen  pad  at  one  end.  The  pad  was 
to  be  applied  to  the  hernia  and  the  bandage  placed  firmly 
round  the  loins.  In  the  twelfth  century  Constantine,  the 
African,  suggested  a  leather  bandage  in  place  of  the  canvas 
one.  Ambrose  Pare,  about  1550,  alluded  to  this  mechanical 
treatment  of  ruptures,  and  a  little  later  Fabrice,  of  Hilden, 
a  famous  German  anatomist,  who  did  much  to  promote  the 
revival  of  intelligent  surgical  practice,  devised  an  instru- 
ment of  flexible  iron  with  a  screw  pressure  for  the  same 
purpose.  Trusses  with  steel  springs  were  known  in  Paris 
before  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century,  two  inventors, 
Lequin  and  Bligny,  claiming  precedence  for  this  improve- 
ment. The  subsequent  history  of  the  truss  can  no  doubt  be 
best  told  by  the  surgical  instrument  makers. 
Prescription  Reading 

is  properly  regarded  as  an  important 
subject  in  the  pharmaceutical-qualifying  examination.  But 
with  a  curious  lack  of  logic,  Parliament  sees  no  necessity  to 
restrict  either  the  writing  or  the  compounding  of  prescrip- 
tions to  qualified  persons  in  Great  Britain,  nor  does  the 
College  of  Physicians,  so  far  as  is  known,  take  any  sort  of 
pains  to  ensure  that  its  licentiates  shall  issue  them  in  a 
fairly  readable  form.  If,  however,  a  few  of  the  scrawls 
which  have  been  recently  submitted  in  these  pages,  with 
the  various  readings  which  they  have  called  forth  from 
persons  presumably  likely  to  dispense  them,  were  collected 
and  worked  up  with  some  little  journalistic  skill,  and  then 


laid  before  members  of  Parliament,  a  decent  scare  could 
easily  be  initiated.  A  line  which  may  be  rendered  aconiti 
viridis,  morph.  acetatis,  Maurice  Glover,  Esq.,  or  fifty 
other  things,  but  which  was  meant  for  aloina:  glacialis, 
could  surely  be  shown  to  be  a  public  danger,  and  if  the 
author  of  such  a  document  could  be  sentenced  to  be  kept  at 
a  Board  school  until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Education 
should  certify  that  he  might  be  safely  trusted  again  with 
pen,  ink,  and  paper,  it  would  be  generally  felt  that  the 
punishment  had  been  wisely  fitted  to  the  crime.  It  is  no 
doubt  the  fact  that  many  medicine-takers  esteem  their 
prescriptions  in  the  ratio  of  their  illegibility ;  it  is  also  the 
fact  that  not  many  dispensers  would  care  to  acknowledge  to 
a  customer  that  they  could  not  read  a  prescription  brought 
to  them  for  compounding.  But  assuredly  some  means  ought 
to  be  taken  to  shame  the  writers  into  greater  care.  No 
method,  perhaps,  is  better  than  sending  a  photograph  of 
really  doubtful  writing  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
with  the  name  of  the  prescriber.  I  do  not  know  whether 
prescriptions  of  this  character  are  given  at  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal examinations.  If  they  are,  the  candidate  who  refuses  to 
make  a  guess  would  deserve,  though  it  may  be  he  might  not 
get,  the  approval  of  the  examiner. 

The  Trade  Statistics 

which  continue  to  astonish  us  month  by 
month  are  in  one  sense  as  puzzling  as  they  are  gratifying. 
After  making  full  allowance  for  certain  advances  in  prices 
it  is  beyond  question  that  there  has  been  a  persistently 
growing  export  business  in  almost  every  section  of  British 
industry  during  the  past  five  years.  Whether  the  home 
trade  has  grown  equally  or  at  all  in  the  same  period  cannot 
be  determined.  Judging  from  the  import  figures,  it  would 
seem  to  have  increased,  but  not  in  so  great  a  proportion. 
But  if  we  are  doing  50  per  cent,  more  business  with  buyers 
abroad  than  we  did  in  1902  we  ought  by  this  time  to  have 
realised  a  substantial  increase  of  wealth ;  pauperism  and 
unemployment  ought  to  have  almost  disappeared,  the 
income-tax  penny  ought  to  be  more  productive,  and  invest- 
ment  stocks  ought  to  have  advanced  in  relative  value.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  paupers  have  increased  from  2.43  to  2.59  per 
cent,  of  the  population,  the  unemployed  are  only  fraction- 
ally fewer,  the  penny  in  the  income-tax  is  only  fractionally 
higher,  and  bankers  are  year  by  year  writing  down  their 
investments  against  their  profits.  Meanwhile 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 

goes  to  city  dinners  and 
tells  financial  experts  that  the  depreciation  in  stock 
values  is  to  some  extent  due  to  the  booming  trade. 
This  explanation  is  not  a  sound  one.  It  is  true  that 
when  trade  is  active  money  is  spent  in  factories,  machinery, 
labour,  and  much  else ;  but  other  people  in  the  country 
get  that  money,  and  presumably  make  a  profit  by  it. 
Whoever  makes  profit  is  likely  to  become  an  investor. 
If  the  profits  only  go  into  savings-banks  they  are,  in  fact, 
invested  in  consols.  Nor  does  history  agree  with  Mr. 
Asquith.  In  previous  trade  booms  the  price  of  consols 
has  either  advanced  or  remained  stationary,  provided  that 
new  debts  were  not  created.  It  is  noteworthy,  too,  that 
imports  are  not  keeping  pace  with  exports.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  value  of  imports  over  that  of  exports 
is  payment  for  services,  shipping  transport,  capital  lent  to 
foreign  countries.  But  this  difference  is  contracting. 
The  "  Statist,"  which  is  a  competent  authority,  calculates 
on  the  basis  of  past  experience  that  in  the  past  twelve 
months  the  difference  between  imports  and  exports  should 
have  been  190  millions ;  it  was  only  142  millions.  Great 
Britain,  therefore,  was  underpaid  by  nearly  50  millions 
for  her  "invisible  exports."  The  "Statist"  assumes 
that  this  money  has  gone  into  foreign  investments.  If  so 
we  ought  soon  to  be  getting  more  imports  than  ever. 
Magnificent  trade  figures  are  all  very  well ;  but  they  are 
no  good  unless  there  is  profit  depending  from  them.

^tutorial  Comments, 

Professional  Companies. 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  which  re- 
cently heard  evidence  in  regard  to  the  Prohibition  of  Medi- 
cal Practice  by  Companies  Bill  and  the  Dental  Companies 
(Restrictions  of  Practice)  Bill,  succeeded  in  carrying  the 
question  of  company  practice  in  professional  callings  a  step 
forward.  The  committee  comprised  Viscount  Falkland, 
Viscount  Knutsford,  Lord  Hylton,  Lord  Ludlow,  and  Lord 
Colebrooke,  Lord  Hylton  being  appointed  chairman.  We 
have  already  reported  briefly  the  principal  evidence  given 
before  the  committee,  but  we  may  now  state  that  the  wit- 
nesses were  as  follows  :

There  was  a  practical  agreement  in  the  committee  as  to 
the  Medical  Bill  being  on  the  whole  fair,  the  principal  point 
of  doubt  being  in  regard  to  the  total  prohibition  of  regis- 
tered medical  practitioners  from  forming  themselves  into  a 
company  for  the  purpose  of  medical  practice.  In  regard  to 
this  Lord  Ludlow,  in  examining  Dr.  McAlister,  made  a 
good  point  when  he  urged  that  the  effect  of  limited  liability 
is  to  deprive  the  public  of  the  possibility  of  "recovering  from 
a  company  damages  commensurate  to  what  may  be  suffered, 
seeing  that  no  more  than  the  share  capital  of  a  company  can 
be  recovered.  This  point  had  special  reference  to  the  case 
of  dental  companies,  and  the  British  Dental  Association 
witnesses  enlarged  upon  it.  The  evidence  on  behalf  of 
dentists  occupied  most  of  the  time  of  the  committee,  and 
the  report  of  the  evidence  is  interesting  and  sometimes  amus- 
ing reading.  It  is  published  by  Wyman  &  Sons  at  lOd. 
The  evidence  is  decidedly  instructive  to  chemists,  particu- 
larly as  indicating  how  the  case  for  legislative  interference 
should  not  be  presented  to  a  Select  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee. One  and  all  of  the  witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  British 
Dental  Association  were  quite  ponderous  in  their  efforts  to 
instruct  the  committee  about  the  iniquities  of  dental  com- 
panies, and  when  this  was  pressed  home  it  was  found  that 
it  meant  lowering  the  tone  of  the  profession,  selling  teeth 
cheaply,  and  so  on.  Some  positively  rash  statements  were 
made  by  Association  witnesses  about  dental  companies 
which  were  afterwards  disproved  by  company  witnesses, 
and  it  is  not  difficult  to  perceive  that  evidence  of  this  kind 
is  most  damaging  to  those  who  give  it.  At  any  rate,  com- 
pany legislation  will  never  be  carried  if  the  advocates  for  it 
are  so  injudicious  as  to  put  forward  competition  and  novel 
methods  of  business  as  grounds  for  amending  the  law. 
The  Dental  Association  witnesses  also  endeavoured  to  con- 
vince the  committee  that  the  practice  of  dentistry  should  be 
treated  exactly  as  that  of  medicine.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Dental  Bill  proposes  to  permit  the  formation  of 
dental  companies  so  long  as  the  business  is  carried  on  wholly 
by  managers,  assistants,  or  persons  each  of  whom  is  a  duly 
registered  dentist.  This  is  not  enough  for  the  Dental  Asso- 
ciation, whose  witnesses  urged  that  the  provision  would  not 
ensure  branch  places  being  always  conducted  by  a  qualified 
man.  On  the  other  hand,  the  witnesses  for  dental  companies 
and  unregistered  dental  practitioners  said  that  the  clause  is 
too  stringent,  because  it  may  be  interpreted  to  mean  that 
every  person  in  the  purely  mechanical  part  must  be  a  regis- 
tered dentist.  This  argument  prevailed,  and  the  committee 
agreed  to  insert  the  following  provisos  in  the  Bill  : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  interfere  with 
the  conduct  of  the  mechanical  business  of  the  manufacture 
sale,  and  repair  of  dental  appliances. 

Provided,  however,  that  any  company  which  for  five  years 
betore  the  passing  of  this  Act  has  bona  fide  carried  on  the 
business  of  dentistry  or  of  a  dental  surgeon,  or  dental 
practitioner,  and  is  so  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
ot  this  Act,  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  to  carry  on  such 
business,  anything  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, provided  that  such  company  shall  within  six  months 
atter  the  passing  of  this  Act  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
general  registrar  of  joint  stock  companies,  under  the  Den- 
tists Act  1878,  that  it  has  bona  fide  carried  on  such  busi- 
ness for  five  years  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  is 


still  carrying  it  on,  and  such  company  shall  be  thereupon 
specially  registered  in  the  registry  kept  by  the  said  registrar 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

These  provisions  show  how  a  Select  Committee  favours 
existing  conditions  of  trading,  and  the  whole  report  cannot 
fail  to  be  helpful  to  chemists  and  their  representatives  as  to 
the  manner  of  presenting  their  case  when  the  opportunity 
arises.  The  starting-point  in  dealing  with  dental  companies 
is  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  London  and 
Provincial  Supply  Association,  and  the  grievance  is  similar. 
Companies  can  in  the  present  state  of  the  law  use  the  title 
"dentist"  without  examination,  but  in  otherwise  conduct- 
ing dental  practice  there  is  nothing  which  they  can  do  that 
individuals,  qualified  or  unqualified,  may  not  do.  There 
was  an  opportunity  in  the  present  Dental  Bill  of  having  the 
anomaly  remedied,  but  it  has  been  spoilt  by  the  extreme 
professional  views  of  the  Dental  Association.  The  Bill  is 
waiting  for  Committee  in  the  House  of  Lords,  while  the 
Medical  Bill  has  been  sent  to  the  Commons  and  has  a  small 
chance  of  progress.  There  is  no  chance  for  the  Dental  Bill 
this  session,  and  the  prospect  of  the  Association's  aspira- 
tions being  satisfied  is  closed.  The  lesson  to  chemists  is 
obvious.  The  competition  and  trading  methods  of  com- 
panies must  be  rigidly  excluded  from  our  reasons  for  legisla- 
tion on  the  company  question,  and  we  must  rely  upon  the 
casus  omissus  detected  in  1880,  taking  the  recommendations 
of  this  Select  Committee  in  regard  to  dentists  as  the  basis 
also  for  chemists.   Paraphrased  it  would  be  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  company  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  a  chemist  and  druggist  unless  the  business  is  carried 
on  wholly  by  managers,  assistants,  or  persons  each  of  whom 
is  a  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist. 

Provision  would,  no  doubt,  have  to  be  made  in  respect  to  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  things  which  are  outside  the  com- 
pounding, dispensing,  and  sale  of  poisons  by  retail,  and  also> 
for  existing  companies;  but  with  the  experience  of  dentists 
before  us  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  the  opportunity 
of  bringing  forward  next  session  a  simple  Bill  on  the  com- 
pany problem,  embodying  the  principles  outlined  by  the 
Select  Committee,  which  would  have  a  better  chance  of  pro- 
gress than  this  session's  complicated  measure. 


Proprietary  Medicines  Menaced. 

In  February  of  this  year  Dr.  Hope,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Liverpool,  was  instructed  by  the  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  city  to  report  fully  on  the  proprietary 
medicines  sold  in  the  city,  it  being  understood  that  pro- 
ceedings would,  where  necessary,  be  taken  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  against  the  vendors.  The  first  of 
the  cases  was  heard  in  Liverpool  last  week,  action  most 
ingeniously  being  taken  under  Section  27  of  the  1875  Act,, 
which  applies  to  any  food  or  drug,  whether  ordinary,  patent, 
or  proprietary.  Proceedings  for  sale  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  purchaser  under  Section  6  cannot  be  taken  in  respect  to- 
any  food  or  drug  which  is  a  proprietary  medicine,  or  the 
subject  of  a  patent  in  force,  but  there  is  no  such  limitation 
under  Section  27,  which  contains  the  following  provisions  : 

1.  Punishment  for  forging  a  certificate  or  warranty. 

2.  Punishment  for  wilful  misapplication  of  a  warranty. 

3.  Punishment  for  wilfully  giving  a  false  label. 

It  was  in  respect  to  the  third  of  these  provisions  that 
Messrs.  Boots,  Ltd.,  were  proceeded  against  at  Liverpool, 
the  article  which  they  sold  being  Guy's  tonic,  and  the  charge 
was  that  they  falsely  described  the  article.  The  case 
promptly  fell  to  the  ground,  and  it  is  clear  from  the  magis- 
trate's remarks  that  it  was  a  misconception  to  prosecute  the 
retailers  of  such  proprietary  medicines,  seeing  that  they 
cannot  possibly  know  what  they  are  composed  of,  and 
whether  they  are  falsely  described  or  not.    But. correct  and 
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decisive  as  this  result  is,  it  would  be  foolish  to  conclude  that 
the  Liverpool  authorities  have  got  on  a  wrong  track.  The 
provision  in  Section  27  has  not  been  much  used,  but  it  has 
a  purpose  and  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  cannot 
be  applied  to  proprietary  medicines  provided  the  authorities 
can  get  at  the  persons  who  actually  commit  the  offence,  i.e., 
"  wilfully  give  a  label  with  any  article  sold  by  him  which 
shall  falsely  describe  the  article  sold."  That  apparently 
is  the  person  who  makes  the  drug,  affixes  the  label,  and 
sells  the  article.  Manufacturers  and  retailers  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  will  realise  the  possibilities  that  lurk 
here.  Manufacturers  are  those  primarily  concerned  in  it, 
and  they  should  see  to  it  that  the  labels  on  their  articles  do 
not  contain  any  statement  which  can  be  proved  to  be  a 
false  description,  either  as  to  the  ingredients  or  properties 
of  the  preparation. 


The  Perennial  Topic. 

No  medical  subject  has  been  productive  of  so  much  periodic 
controversy  as  cancer.  This  is  saying  much  when  we 
consider  that  the  difference  of  opinion  between  medical 
men  has  passed  into  a  proverb.  As  might  be  expected  in 
a  profession  which  is  largely  empirical,  the  predominant 
note  in  the  squabble  is  dogmatism.  The  surgeon  sneers  at 
the  physician,  the  physician  gibes  at  the  surgeon,  and  the 
cancerous  subject  dies  in  the  meantime  ;  but  apparently  he 
sometimes  confutes  all  the  theories  by  recovering.  In  spite 
of  all,  each  theorist  is  quite  convinced  that  his  particular 
theory  and  his  particular  cure  are  the  only  and  infallible. 
Moreover,  he  proves  it,  by  statistics  or  otherwise,  and  yet 
his  opponent  is  not  duni founded.  Cancer,  we  are  told, 
is  "an  aggregation  of  cells  situated  within  the  meshes  of 
—and  imperfectly  bounded  by — a  supporting  stroma." 
There  are  at  least  four  theories  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
cancer-cell.  It  is  (1)  a  normal  cell  of  the  body  which, 
under  some  irritation,  has  become  malignant ;  (2)  a  cell 
normally  devoted  either  to  development  or  to  repair  which 
has  failed  to  undergo  its  complete  structural  and  functional 
evolution  ;  (3)  a  parasite  introduced  from  without ;  (4)  a 
parasite  arising  by  spontaneous  generation  within  the  body 
of  its  host.  Nothing  very  definite  there,  but  the  surgeon 
is  definite  enough  in  his  opinion  that  operation  is  the  only 
cure.  In  a  recent  work  by  Mr.  Charles  P.  Childe,  F.R.C.S., 
of  Portsmouth,  it  is  stated  that  "a  period  exists  in  every 
cancer,  longer  or  shorter  as  the  case  may  be,  when  it  is 
local,  when  it  is  operable,  when  it  is  curable."  Mr.  Childe 
urges  early  operation;  patients  "should  not  nurse  their 
cancers  till  too  late."  Yet  a  reviewer  of  his  book  in  a 
medical  contemporary  says 

the  author  has  weakened  his  case  by  a  dogmatism  which 
must  oftentimes  bring  disappointment.  .  .  .  Mr.  Childe  is 
evidently  not  an  experienced  pathologist,  else  he  would 
have  laid  greater  stress  on  the  latency  of  malignant  disease 
and  the  long-deferred  appearance  of  localising  signs  in 
many  cases  of  cancer  of  internal  organs. 

When  Mr.  Childe  candidly  tells  his  readers  that  "  the  cause 

of  cancer  is  unknown,"  the  reviewer's  comment  is  : 

He  might  have  added  that,  as  a  consequence,  the  rest  of 
his  book  was  unavoidably  little  more  than  an  uncertain 
groping  in  the  dark. 

Turning  from  this  work  we  come  to  another  and  more 
remarkable  book,  "  The  Cure  of  Cancer,  and  How  Surgery 
Blocks  the  Way,"  by  Dr.  John  Shaw.  This  book  has 
caused  some  stir  in  the  medical  world  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that,  on  account  of  the  views  expressed  in  it,  the  author 
was  censured  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians.  He 
thereupon  resigned  the  membership  of  the  College,  and 
requested  the  Registrar  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
to  erase  his  name  from  the  Medical  Register.    This  the 


Council  would  not  allow,  and  the  fate  of  Dr.  Shaw  is  still 
pending.  But,  undismayed,  he  has  issued  another  book 
entitled  "Medical  Priestcraft  a  National  Peril."  He 
holds  that  surgery,  so  far  from  being  the  only  cure  for 
cancer,  is  very  frequently  a  cause.  His  view  of  cancer  i3 
that  it  is  a  condition  of  abnormal  or  disordered  vibration, 
which  he  calls  "  dyskinesis."  The  idea  at  the  bottom  of 
his  theory  is  that  the  living  cell  is  one  the  molecules  of 
which  are  in  a  state  of  vibration;  that  each  cell  in  health 
has  a  period  of  vibration  special  to  the  tissue  of  which  it 
is  a  constituent ;  that  the  cancer-cell  is  one  in  which  that 
vibration  is  abnormal  to  the  tissue  of  which  that  cell  forms 
a  part.  The  problem  is  therefore  either  to  bring  that 
abnormal  vibration  to  rest,  or  to  convert  the  abnormal 
periodicity  into  one  consistent  with  healthy  cell-life.  This 
may  be  done,  he  holds,  by  the  application  of  high-frequency 
currents  to  the  affected  parts.  He  cites  clinical  successes 
and  throws  fine  scorn  on  the  methods  of  the  surgeon. 
Another  contribution  to  the  subject  takes  the  form  of  the 
series  of  articles  referred  to  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  June  8,  p.  852. 
Although  not  entirely  discarding  operation,  the  writer  of 
these  newspaper  articles  pinned  his  faith  to  trypsin  and 
amylopsin.  One  strong  point  he  made  was  that  experience 
has  shown  that  these  ferments  not  only  do  much  gocd  in  a 
majority  of  cases,  but  that  they  may  be  used  in  every  case 
without  an  iota  of  risk.  As  to  the  manufacture  of  these 
ferments,  he  said  : 

The  various  competing  firms,  some  of  whom  are  doing 
and  have  done  terrible  harm,  despite  their  good  intentions 
and  efforts,  must  renounce  altogether  solutions  for  injec- 
tions of  such  ridiculous  strengths  as  2  and  5  per  cent.  The 
chemists  must  put  an  end  to  such  doses  by  ceasing  to  supply 
weak  strengths.  Further,  they  must  find  and  employ  means 
(which  already  exist)  of  standardising  their  preparations, 
so  that  they  may  be  measured  not  by  what  is  supposed  to 
have  been  put  into  them,  but  by  what  they  will  do  ;  and 
doses  in  future  ought  to  be  measured  not  by  drops  but  by 
units  of  activity,  as  has  long  been  the  case  with  the 
diphtheria  antitoxin.  The  firms  which  cannot  make  pre- 
parations of  adequate  strength,  and  are  unable  to  guarantee 
in  definite  figures  the  activity  of  what  they  make,  may  be 
counselled  in  the  name  of  humanity  to  leave  these  ferments 
alone  altogether,  and  stick  to  aloes  or  cold-cream.  Yet 
further,  I  make  a  new  demand,  which  has  not  yet  been 
suggested  anywhere,  still  less  complied  with.  It  is  that 
every  box  containing  these  injections  must  have  stamped, 
upon  it  the  exact  date  of  manufacture,  with  a  further  state- 
ment printed  on  the  outside  of  the  box,  so  that  doctor, 
nurses,  patients,  and  friends  may  see  it,  that  the  contents 
are  not  to  be  used  on  any  account  later  than,  say,  Qne  month 
after  the  date  of  manufacture.  .  .  . 

The  publication  of  these  articles  led  to  considerable 
correspondence.  Dr.  Robert  Bell  wrote,  pointing  out 
instances  where  injections  of  trypsin  had  done  harm  instead 
of  good.  His  panacea  is  thyroid  extract  "supplemented 
by  dietetic  and  hygienic  measures."  Dr.  W.  T.  Haydon 
testified  to  the  value  of  the  ferment  treatment,  alleged  a 
"  conspiracy  of  silence  "  on  the  part  of  the  medical  Press 
with  regard  to  that  particular  treatment,  and  urged  the 
appointment  of  a  Royal  Commission  of  Inquiry  as  a 
national  necessity.  Since  then  a  medical  contemporary 
which  has  persistently  opposed  the  trypsin  treatment  has 
reported  that  it  has  failed  in  Middlesex  Hospital.  A  recent 
report  states  that  Professor  von  Leyden,  of  Berlin,  has 
discovered  a  new  remedy,  and  the  little  Welsh  town  of 
Cardigan  is  in  a  ferment  on  account  of  the  cures  of 
cancer  effected  by  two  old  men  named  Evans.  These 
brothers,  according  to  a  medical  man  who  has  investigated 
the  matter  on  the  spot,  are  merely  untutored  herbalists,  but 
they  are  not  quacks,  and  they  have  undoubtedly,  in  his 
opinion,  made  some  remarkable  cures.  "  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal chemists  in  the  town,  who  comes  in  contact  with  nearly 
all  the  patients,"  is  convinced  that  the  Evanses  are  doing 
good  work.    The  town  has  become  thronged  not  only  with 
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poor  people,  but  patients  in  the  higher  walks  of  life  have 
gone  to  the  Evanses  direct  from  Harley  Street  specialists 
and  from  the  great  London  hospitals.  But  the  medical 
journals  sneer,  probably  reflecting  the  orthodox  medical 
opinion.  A  speech  on  cancer-research  was  made  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales  at  the  recent  committee-meeting  of  the 
Imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund.  The  Prince  said  that 
although  many  new  facts  have  been  ascertained,  they  do 
not  as  yet  justify  hopes  of  a  new  treatment.  He  urged 
patience,  and  Sir  William  Church,  who  also  spoke,  re- 
ferring to  alleged  cures,  stated  that  no  curative  value  could 
be  attached  to  any  of  those  which  had  been  tested.  Parti- 
cular attention  had  been  paid  to  trypsin,  but  it  was  without 
any  effect  on  the  development  of  tumours.  Quot  homines, 
tot  sententicc.

Crushed  Olive-stones. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  business  in  crushed  olive- 
stones  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  in  1906  about 
1,000  cwt.,  valued  at  643/.,  were  exported  from  the  district 
of  Magnesia,  in  Greece,  to  "  other  countries,"  the  quan- 
tities exported  in  1905  and  1904  being  750  cwt.  and  100  cwt. 
respectively.  The  exports  to  other  parts  of  the  Hellenic 
Kingdom,  however,  were  considerable — viz.,  8,450  cwt. 
{5,432/.)  last  year,  as  against  14,442  cwt.  (8,985/.)  in  1905 
and  2,280  cwt.  (1,382/.)  in  1904.  The  above  figures  show 
the  variable  nature  of  the  business  in  this  product,  which 
solely  finds  an  outlet  in  the  adulteration  of  pepper,  gentian, 
liquorice,  and  other  powders.  Indeed,  the  substance  known 
as  "  pepperette  "  or  "  poivrette  "  is  composed  of  practically 
nothing  else  but  crushed  olive-stones.  It  would  be  interest- 
ing to  know  the  exact  destination  of  the  above  exports,  but 
on  this  point  the  British  Consular  report,  from  which  we 
take  the  above  figures,  is  curiously  silent,  although  ana- 
lytical tables  are  given  showing  the  various  countries  to 
which  the  principal  articles  were  sent.  Greece  is  not  alone 
in  this  nefarious  business,  as  Italy  is  also  an  acknowledged 
supplier,  and  as  a  secret  buyer  the  purchases  of  the  United 
States  are  not  inconsiderable. 

The  exports  of  turpentine  from  European  Russia  during 
1906  amounted  to  13,823  tons,  valued  at  240,421/.,  against 
12,742  tons,  valued  at  224,631/.,  in  1905. 

"  Tuberculosis  and  Cow's  Milk." — A  pamphlet  with  this 
title,  by  Dr.  Walter  R.  Hadwen,  has  been  issued  by  the  British 
Union  for  the  Abolition  of  Vivisection.  It  is  an  adverse 
•criticism  of  the  Royal  Commission  report  on  the  subject,  and 
Dr.  Hadwen  is  very  scathing  on  the  "balderdash  served  up  as 
science"  in  the  report,  and  the  "  dogmatio  conclusion" 
arrived  at  by  the  Commission.

Some  Notes  on  the  Business  Places  of  Chemists  who  are  Participating  in  the  B.P.C.  Arrangements. 


IN  the  present  article  we  give  some  notes  on  the  retail 
pharmacies  of  Manchester  and  their  proprietors  which 
we  think  will  be  of  interest  to  visitors  there  next  week 
on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.  We  have  traced  the  origins  of  the 
various  businesses  and  the  changes  they  have  undergone  as 
the  years  rolled  by.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  owing  to  the 
constant  progress  in  street  improvements  none  of  the  city 
businesses  are  now  carried  on  in  the  premises  in  which  they 
•were  founded.  The  streets  of  Manchester  at  the  beginning 
of  the  nineteenth  century  were  very  different  from  what 
they  are  to-day,  and  in  the  improvement  which  has  taken 
place  the  chemists'  shops  have  shared  in  a  large  measure. 
■We  ought  to  add  that  this  article  does  not  claim  to  be  ex- 
haustive, but  rather  to  be  representative  of  the  various 
businesses  carried  on  in  Manchester. 

F.  W.  Bates, 

Brooks's  Bar,  purchased  his  present  business  in  1880.  The 
shop  is  situated  at  a  busy  tram  junction  in  a  residential 
!i,-iu]iliuiirlu.iM<l,  ami  is  also  tli<'  district  post  ami  telegraph 
office.  The  striking  outline  of  the  shop  front  is  shown  in  the 
illustration  (p.  91).  Mr.  Bates  was  born  at  March,  Cambs. 
in  1857,  and  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Pickering,  Crowle,  Lincoln- 
shire, afterwards  serving  as  an  assistant  at  Mr.  Walton's, 
Sowerby  Bridge.  He  passed  the  Minor  in  1878.  and  took  a 
position  at  Kingsford  &  Co.'s,  54  Piccadilly,  London,  W;, 
which  he  resigned  to  take  his  present  business  at  Brooks's 
Bar.  Mr.  Bates  is  familiar  to  chemists  as  the  proprietor  of 
Frizzetta,  Pelletta,  and  Bates's  Salts.  He  has  a  branch  at 
Alexandra  Park.  Mr.  Bates  takes  a  great  interest  in  public 
affairs.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Stretford  Urban 
District  Council  since  1894,  and  was  for  two  years  the  chair- 
man of  the  Council.  He  is  at  present  chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  and  devotes  a  lot  of  his  time  to 
promote  the  public  weal. 

John  Cleworth, 

56  Ducie  Street,  Oxford  Street,  Manchester,  is  a  capital 
example  of  the  modern  chemist  who  has  proved  that  pharmacy 
can  still  be  made  a  success  if  run  on  modern  lines.  Mr. 
Cleworth  was  apprenticed  at  sixteen  to  Mottershead  &  Co., 
Exchange  Street,  Manchester,  and  after  serving  three 
years  went  as  assistant  to  Mr.  H.  Hutton,  chemist,  Leaming- 
ton Spa.  Some  thirteen  months  afterwards  he  returned  to 
Manchester,  and  was  with  Messrs.  Hamer  &  Lewis,  Pendleton. 
Next  the  Minor  was  successfully  negotiated  after  courses  of 
study  at  the  Northern  College  of  Pharmacy,  Manchester,  and 
Mr.  Duncan's,  Edinburgh.  A  time  was  then  spent  in 
managing  businesses  at  Portobello,  Leek,  Hanley,  Stoke, 
Burslem,  and  Manchester.  In  1901  Mr.  Cleworth  bought  his 
present  business,  which  was  founded  in  1869  by  Mr.  Atkinson, 
and  had  been  owned  by  Mr.  Richard  Twemlow,  chemist  and 
registrar,  for  some  years.  When  Mr.  Cleworth  purchased  the 
pharmacy  it  belonged  to  the  executors  of  the  late  H.  B.  Pare, 
Bolton,  having  been  carried  on  as  a  branch,  and  the  business 
was  not  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Personal  attention  and 
the  addition  of  the  photographic  side-line  run  in  an  original 
and  intelligent  manner  have  changed  the  shop  into  one  of 
the  smartest  and  most  interesting  in  Manchester.  In  regard 
to  the  photographic  department  own-name  solutions  are  a 
speciality,  many  gallons  being  sold  during  the  season  ;  but 
perhaps  the  chief  novelty,  as  it  is  the  most  popular  feature 
in  the  neighbourhood,  is  an  arrangement  by  which  photo- 
graphs of  important  local  events  are  exhibited  in  the  window 
the  same  day.  These  are  changed  every  day,  and  hundreds 
of  people  on  their  way  homo  from  business  make  a  detour 
by  way  of  Mr.  Cleworth's  pharmacy  to  see  what  new  photo- 
graphs are  on  show.  Recently,  when  the  Colonial  Premiers 
visited  Manchester,  photographs  of  the  farewell  were  in  the 
window  within  three  hours,  and  Mr.  Cleworth  was  selling 
postcards  of  the  event  the  same  evening.  Our  readers  will 
have  noticed  the  inscription,  "  John  Cleworth,  Manchester," 
beneath  some  of  the  photographs  which  have  been  used  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  illustrate  these  articles  on 
Manchester.  The  photographs  are  additionally  interesting 
in  that  they  are  taken  by  a  brother  craftsman. 

R.  Q.  Edwards. 

269  Wilmslow  Road,  Fallowfield.  This  business  is  a  good 
example  of  a  modern  business  built  up  by  personal  attention 
and  judicious  cultivation  of  the  photographic  department. 
Mr.  Edwards  has  been  in  business  for  ten  years,  having  before 
that  been  senior  assistant  with  Mottershead  &  Co.  for  some 


time.  His  apprenticeship  was  served  with  Mr.  J.  Williams, 
Bala,  North  Wales.  It  is  Mr.  Williams'  son  who  has  this 
year  won  the  senior  Bell  scholarship.    Mr.  Edwards  passed 


the  Minor  and  Major  in  1893,  the  former  in  April,  and  the 
latter  in  July.  Until  lately  Mr.  Edwards  had  a  branch  at 
Chorlton,  but  he  has  disposed  of  that  to  Mr.  Flint,  to  give  his 
whole  attention  to  building  up  his  Fallowfield  business.

289  Broad  Street,  Pendleton.  This  business  is  owned  by 
Mr.  David  Lewis,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  served  his 
apprenticeship  twenty-one  years  ago  to  Mr.  Thomas, 
Aberystwyth.  Mr.  Lewis  then  obtained  experience  of  high- 
class  and  store  pharmacy  in 
London,  and  also  filled  tem- 
porary positions  as  dispenser  to 
Sir  Francis  Laking  and  a  six- 
penny doctor  at  Walworth.  In 
1890  he  passed  the  Minor  after  a 
course  at  the  Westminster  Col- 
lege, and  was  then  for  three  years 
with  Messrs.  Bradley  &  Bourdas, 
Pont  Street,  Belgrave  Square, 
S.W.  With  home  study  and  a 
private  tutor,  Mr.  Lewis  suc- 
ceeded in  1894  in  passing  the 
Major.  Next  several  positions 
were  filled  in  the  country  with 
such  firms  as  Messrs.  Gregory  & 
Wrenn,  Taunton ;  Mr.  Hutton, 
Leamington ;  Mr.  Buxton,  Clif- 
ton ;  and  Mr.  Cruse,  Southsea. 
cup  of  experience  to  the  brim 
purchase  a  business ;  the  choice  fell  on  the  pharmacy  of 
Mr.  John  Hamer,  Pendleton.  This  business  can  be  traced 
back  with  certainty  to  1806,  the  successive  proprietors  having 
been  Mr.  Froggatt,  Mr.  Barber,  and  Mr.  Hamer,  the  last- 
named  having  carried  it  on  for  thirty-four  years.  It  was 
not  always  carried  on  in  the  present  premises,  the  original 
business  having  been  situated  a  few  doors  lower  down  Broad 
Street.  When  Mr.  Hamer  moved  the  pharmacy  some  twenty- 
eight  years  ago  he  had  the  shop  beautifully  fitted  by  Messrs. 
Treble  in  solid  mahogany,  making  it  one  of  the  handsomest 
in  the  Manchester  district.  Mr.  Lewis  has  a  branch  at 
Swinton,  which  he  opened  five  years  ago.  He  is  divisional 
secretai-y  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  West  Salford. 

E.  Griffiths  Hughes, 

17  Deansgate.  This  business  was  until  1904  carried  on 
at  the  corner  of  Victoria  Street  and  Cateaton  Street,  where 
it  had  stood  since  1756.  The  premises  were  pulled  down  to 
make  room  for  a  street  widening.  The  founder,  as  far  as 
can  be  traced  was  John  Leigh,  but  in  about  1810  James 


Mr.  D.  Lewis. 


Having  thus  filled  the 
the  next   move   was  to 
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17  Market  Street.  17  St.  Ann's  Square.. 
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Brereton  was  the  proprietor,  the  present  Victoria  Street 
being  then  known  as  Smithy  Door.  He  was  succeeded  by 
his  nephew,  John  Brereton,  and  in  1862  Mr.  Evan  Griffiths 
Hughes  purchased  the  business'.  He  died  in  1899,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son,  Mr.  W.  Griffiths  Hughes,  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist,  who  still  carries  on  the  business.  The  shop  is 
lofty  and  fitted  in  light  wood,  which  gives  it  a  particularly 
airy  appearance,  whilst  the  fire-place  on  the  customer's  side 
of  the  counter,  filled  with  growing  plants,  adds  to  the  general 
effect.  Mr.  Hughes's  specialities,  Kruschen  Salts  and  Kars- 
wood  Creosote,  are  known  to  readers  of  the  C.  <£•  D .,  and 
enjoy  a  large  sale,  particularly  in  Lancashire  and  the  North 
of  England. 

Alfred  Jeans, 

a  member  of  the  executive  of  the  local  committee  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  carries  on  business  at 
151  Oxford  Road,  Manchester.  He  passed  the  Minor  in 
1883,  and  in  1899  succeeded  to  a  business  which  had  been

established  in  1837  by  Mr.  Mitchell.  When  Mr.  Jeans 
obtained  the  business  it  had  been  carried  on  by  Mr.  Mitchell's 
executors  for  two  years,  and  had  almost  become  extinct.  It 
soon,  however,  became  a  thriving  concern,  the  whole  premises 
being  now  devoted  to  business  purposes. 

Harry  Kemp, 

Chorlton-cum-Hardy.  Mr.  Kemp  was  apprenticed  in  Sal- 
ford,  and  in  1873  qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  He 
then  served  a  short  term  as  an  assistant  in  Northampton,  and 
returned  in  1875  to  Manchester  as  assistant  to  the  late  J.  T. 
Slugg  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  6,  p.  22).  It  was  from  Mr.  Slugg 
that  Mr.  Kemp  acquired  his  taste  for  optics,  which  he  has 
since  turned  to  good  account  as  an  ophthalmic  optician. 
Mr.  Kemp  afterwards  acquired  Mr.  Slugg's  shop  in  Stretford 
Road,  which  he  carried  on  till  1896,  since  which  time  he  has 
devoted  himself  to  his  business  at  Wilbraham  Road,  Chorlton- 
cum-Hardy.  Mr.  Kemp  is  a  diploma-holder  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company,  and  a  founder  of  the  Institute  of  Ophthal- 
mic Opticians.  He  is  chairman  of  the  Local  Executive  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  committee  that  arranged  the  Manchester  visit  in  1887. 
Mr.  Kemp  in  1901  unsuccessfully  contested  a  seat  on  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  is  a  director  of 
Camwal,  Ltd.  Mr.  Kemp  devotes  an  enormous  amount  of  his 
time  to  the  public  good.  He  was  one  of  the  first  representa- 
tives of  Chorlton-cum-Hardy  on  the  City  Council,  and  recently 
give  the  writer  some  statistics  of  the  progress  that  Manchester 
has  made  in  municipal  government.  Not  only  do  the  water 
supply,  tramways,  gas,  and  electricity  works  belong  to  the 
City,  but  they  are  added  to  without  any  expense  to  the  rate- 
payers, and  each  year  return  handsome  sums  in  relief  of  the 
rates. 

J.  C.  Kidd, 

one  of  the  workers  on  the  Local  Committee  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  carries  on  business  as  a  chemist 
and  sight-testing  optician  at  551  Cheetham  Hill  Road,  Man- 
chester. He  is  an  Aberdonian,  and  was  apprenticed  in  1875 
at  Macduff,  and  after  that  was  for  two  years  with  Messrs. 
Davidson  &  Kay,  Aberdeen.  Next  he  was  with  Mr.  W.  F. 
Wells  (ex-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland), 
Upper  Baggott  Street,  Dublin,  and  then  studied  in  Edinburgh 
for  the  Minor,  which  he  passed  in  1885.  After  qualifying, 
Mr.  Kidd  went  to  Manchester,  and  was  for  four  and  a  half 


years  assistant  to  Mr.  Carter,  Cheetham  Hill.  In  1889  he 
opened  his  present  pharmacy,  which  has  been  specially 
developed  on  the  optical  side.  Mr.  Kidd  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  and  of  the  Institute  of 
Ophthalmic  Opticians,  and  is  making  a  reputation  as  an 
instructor  in  optics.  A  short  time  after  the  death  of  Mr. 
William  Wilkinson,  Cheetham  Hill,  Mr.  Kidd  acquired  the 
business,  and  carried  it  on  for  some  time  as  a  branch,  when 
it  was  found  advisable  to  transfer  the  business  to  the  head 
premises.  Mr.  Wilkinson,  who  died  in  1900,  an  octogenarian, 
was  one  of  the  most  interesting  men,  who,  after  being  an 
assistant  with  Mr.  Lynch,  acquired  the  business,  which  he 
conducted  as  Lynch  &  Wilkinson.  The  prescription' books 
which  have  now  passed  to  Mr.  Kidd  go  back  some  eighty 
years.  A  branch  business  was  opened  by  Mr.  Kidd  fiomejive 
years  ago  at  Heaton  Park,  and  is  managed  by  Mr.  George 
Wilkinson,  brother  of  the  William  Wilkinson  first  referred 
to.  Mr.  George  Wilkinson  had  retired  from  business,  but 
preferred  to  return  to  an  active  life  rather  than  do  nothing. 
Mr.  Kidd  is  hon.  secretary  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  also  of  the  Manchester  and  North  of  England 
Optical  Society,  which  he  founded.  Some  notes  on  the  latter 
were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  29,  p.  959. 

Charles  Midgley,  Ltd., 

17  St.  Ann's  Square,  Manchester.  This  business  was 
founded  by  John  Taylor  in  1833  at  the  corner  of  Barton 
Arcade,  and  when  he  retired  it  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  Charles 
Midgley,  who,  with  his  brother,  developed  the  business  con- 
siderably and  transferred  it  to  23  St.  Ann's  Square.  In 
1898  it  was  converted  into  a  private  limited  company,  and 
it  has  recently  become  necessary  to  again  move  into  larger 
premises  at  17  St.  Ann's  Square.  Mr.  F.  A.  Ringer,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  became  the  managing  director  eight  years 
ago.  The  pharmacy  is  one  of  the  hancffiomest  in  the  North 
of  England,  being  fitted  in  a  most  costly  manner  with 
mahogany  and  plate  glass.  The  bent-glass  cases  are  a  feature 
of  the  interior,  and  we  were  particularly  interested  in  a  new 

arrangement  of  the  counter 

cases.      The  top    of  the 

counter    is   fitted    with    a  _*sJfcis — 

bent-glass  case  the  whole 
length,  and  in  front  there 
are  glass  cases,  but  every 
few  feet  the  cases  project 
into  a  semi-circle,  thus 
forming  a  series  of  bays. 
The  idea  of  this  is  to  dis- 
tribute the  customers  along 
the  shop,  and  it  also  secures 
greater  privacy  for  each 
customer.  An  enormous 
stock  of  perfumery  and 
toilet  articles  is  carried, 
whilst  the  special  line  of 
medicated  soaps  is  known 
throughout  the  drug-trade. 
Mr.  Ringer,  to  whom  most 
of  the  recent  developments 
are  due,  is  a  Norwich  man. 
his  father  being  the  pro- 
prietor of  Rackham's  veter- 
inary medicines.  Mr. 
Ringer  was  apprenticed 
with  Messrs.  Nuthall  & 
Mason,  Norwich,  and  then 
obtained  experience  at 
Brighton ;  with  Mr.  Long, 
Notting      Hill ;  Messrs. 

Hairsines,  Haymarket,  W. ;  at  Newport;  with  Mr.  Bain, 
Liverpool ;  and  finally  with  Boots,  Ltd.  He  passed  the  Minor 
in  1891,  and  the  Major  in  the  following  year.  We  have 
yet  to  tell  of  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  business — 
interesting,  perhaps,  because  it  is  unusual  in  connection 
with  a  chemist's  business.  We  refer  to  the  electro-thera- 
peutical department,  which  is  located  in  chambers  at 
54  Barton  Arcade.  The  installation  is  probably  the 
finest  in  the  country  in  connection  with  a  private  establish- 
ment, the  apparatus  costing  several  thousands  of  pounds. 
There  is  a  suite  of  rooms  attractively  furnished  for  the 
different  purposes.  This  department  is  managed  by  Mr.  W. 
Gray,  and  patients  are  only  received  through  medical  men. 
There  is  an  a;-ray  apparatus — the  coil  gives  a,  26-in.  spark— 
and  a  very  complete  high-frequency  installation  for  what  is 
known  as  "  D' Arsonvalisation."  Massage,  the  ordinary  kind, 
and  electric  massage,  are  carried  on,  and  the  light  treatment 
can  be  obtained.  For  the  last-named  a  cabinet  lined  with 
white  opal  is  fitted  with  eighty  16-c.p.  electric  lamps  and 
electric  radiators.  The  door  is  so  arranged  that  the  patient 
can  be  bathed  in  coloured  light;  it  is  fitted  with  glass  of 
various  colours,  through  which  the  rays  of  a  powerful  arc 
lamp  are  thrown.    Messrs.  Midgley  have  a  branch  pharmacy 
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inside  the  Midland  Hotel,  the  Conference  headquarters, 
which  will  interest  chemists.  The  present  pharmacy  is  near 
the  post  office,  and  is  the  successor  of  the  smallest  pharmacy 
in  England,  which  formerly  stood  in  the  Winter  Garden  of 
the  Hotel.  It  was  three  and  a  half  feet  square,  and  although 
it  looks  to  be  simply  an  exhibition  showcase,  it  was  more. 
There  was  an  assistant  always  there,  and  it  was  connected 
by  telephone  with  the  head  shop,  whilst  a  messenger  ran 
backwards  and  forwards  with  prescriptions. 

Mottershead  &  Co., 

7  Exchange  Street,  Manchester,  is  a  business  which  has 
some  of  the  most  interesting  associations  of  any  of  the 
Manchester  pharmacies.  It  can  be  traced  back  with  certainty 
to  1790,  but  is  believed  to  be  even  older.  Thomas  Staines, 
who^was  carrying  on  business  in  the  Market  Place  in  1790, 
is  thought  to  have  been  the  successor  of  George  Brown.  In 
1815  ^Staines  was  in  partnership  with  his  nephew,  John 
Motfcer shead,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Mottershead,  who 
was  for  over  fifty  years  the  minister  gf  Cross  Street  Chapel. 
The  partnership  as  Staines  &  Mottershead  continued  up  to 
the  death  of  Thomas  Staines,  when  the  style  became  Motters- 
head &  Brown,  but  when  Brown  died  John  Motterhead 
carried  it  on  under  his  own  name.  Mr.  J.  T. 
Slugg,  in  his  "Reminiscences,"  states  that  he  remem- 
bered Mottershead  very  well.  Mr.  Mottershead  "  was 
a  plain  and  homely  man,  both  in  his  dress  arid  manner, 
and  being  a  bachelor  and  living  on  the  premises  he  had 
an  ancient-looking  housekeeper,  who  used  occasionally  to 
come  limping  into  the  shop  to  see  how  its  occupants  were 
getting  on.  I  heard  it  stated  that  she  was  the  first  person 
in  Manchester  who  made  fermented  ginger-beer  in  bottles." 
One  *  of  Mottershead's  apprentices  was  a  nephew  named 
Thomas  Roberts,  who  was  afterwards  taken  into  partnership, 
the  firm  being  Mottershead  &  Roberts,  and  the  business 
was  continued  by  Mr.  Roberts  after  his  uncle's  death.  When 
Atkinson  &  Barker  gave  up  their  retail  business  Mr.  Roberts 
moved  into  their  shop  close  by,  as  it  was  larger  and  more 
convenient.  The  business  continued  there  till  the  premises 
were  removed  for  street  improvements,  being  in  1874  trans- 
ferred to  a  newly-built  shop,  7  Exchange  Street,  under  the 
Exchange,  where  it  is  still  carried  on.  In  the  meantime 
Mr.  Roberts  had  become  the  senior  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Roberts,  Dale  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Cornbrook  and 
Warrington,  who  were  the  pioneers  of  the  process  of  manufac- 
turing oxalic  acid  from  sawdust.  The  Dale  of  this  firm  had 
previously  been  in  business  in  St.  Mary's  Gate ;  he  made  a 
speciality  of  scientific  apparatus.  Mr.  Roberts  also  became  the 
proprietor  of  Parr's  Life  Pills.  With  other  larger  interests  Mr. 
Roberts  delegated  the  management  of  his  pharmacy  to  Mr. 
Standen  Paine  and  the  late  Mr.  F.  Baden-Benger,  who  had 
been  fellow-assistants  at  John  Bell  &  Co.'s,  Oxford  Street, 
London.  J  Mr.  Standen  Paine  went  to  Manchester  in  1864, 
and  "sent  for  his  friend  Benger  shortly  afterwards.  When 
Mr.'  Roberts  retired  in  1866  the  business  was  acquired  by  these 
two  friends,  and  carried  on  till  1891,  when  they  relinquished 
retail  pharmacy  to  devote  themselves  to  the  manufacture  of 
Benger's  Food  and  the  various  ferments  with  which  Mr. 
Benger's  name  is  associated.  At  this  time  the  business  of 
Mottershead  &  Co.  was  acquired  by  two  of  the  assistants, 
Mr.  A.  E.  H.  Blackburn  and  Mr.  F.  Jackson;  both  were 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  had  been  apprenticed  to  Motters- 
head's. Mr.  Blackburn  took  the  dispensing  and  retail  busi- 
ness carried  on  at  7  Exchange  Street,  and  Mr.  Jackson  the 
scientific  apparatus  branch  at  Half  Moon  Street,  which  is 
now  known  as  Fred.  Jackson  &  Co.  Mr.  Blackburn  is  one 
of  the  active  members  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  well  known  in  connection 
with'  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association.  He  is, 
moreover,  an  enthusiastic  motorist. 

Standring;,  Son  &  Co., 

124  Market  Street,  Manchester.  This  business  was  founded 
about  1812  by  John  Williams  Gaulter  in  Piccadilly.  The 
shop  was  situated  at  the  corner  of  Tib  Street,  and  was 
demolished  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the  entrance  to  Tib 
Street.  The  business  was  acquired  by  Thomas  Standring, 
whose  shop  was  three  doors  from  the  Albion.  Several  refer- 
ences have  been  made  to  Mr.  Standring  in  a  previous  article 
(C.  ifc  D.,  June  29,  p.  957).  He  was  assisted  by  his  son  John 
Standring,  the  business  being  known  as  Standring  &  Son, 
The  business  was  moved  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  in 
1878  to  the  premises  at  124  Market  Street,  in  which  it  is  now 
carried  on.  After  Thomas  Standing's  death  John  Standring 
carried  on  the  business  for  some  time,  and  then  took  Mr. 
F $  R-  Cooper  into  partnership,  the  style  of  the  firm  being 
altered  to  Standring,  Son  &  Co.  Mr.  Standring  retired  from 
the  firm,  leaving  Mr.  Cooper  as  the  proprietor.  Mr.  Stand- 
ring  lived  in  retirement  for  some  years  and  died  in  1902 
aged  seventy.  Mr.  Cooper  died  in  1900,  since  when  the  busi- 
ness has  been  carried  on  for  the  trustees  by  Mr.  Henry  C 
Moses.    Mr.  Moses,  who  qualified  in  1899,  has  introduced 


several  new  side-lines,  the  optical  and  photographic  depart- 
ments have  been  developed,  and  a  distinct  department  has 
been  fitted  up  for  dispensing  aerated  beverages,  a  soda-foun-

tain  having  been  installed.  Messrs.  Standring  have  aerated- 
water  works  at  Ancoats,  and  are  one  of  the  oldest  makers 
of  soda  water  in  the  city.  The  shop  is  sojidly  fitted  in  maho- 
gany— it  was  done  by  Maw's — and  the  business  is  largely  with 
the  county  families,  a  large  postal  trade  being  a  feature. 
The  prescription-books  date  nearly  from  the  commencement 
of  the  business,  the  earliest  volume  having  been  lost. 

T.  Swindells, 

263  Monton  Road,  Eccles,  is  a  chemist  on  whom  the  mantle  of 
the  late  J.  T.  Slugg  seems  to  have  fallen.  We  referred  to  Mr. 
Slugg's  "Reminiscences  of  Manchester"  in  a  recent  issue, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  Mr.  Swindells  has  published 
two  volumes  of  "  Manchester  Streets  and  Manchester  Men  " 
on  the  same  model,  which  have  met  with  a  very  favourable 
reception.  Mr.  Swindells  tells  us  that  for  twenty-five  years 
he  has  been  collecting  historical  matter  connected  with  Man- 
chester, which  he  makes  use  of  for  his  publications  and  papers 
before  the  Manchester  Literary  Club.  Mr.  Swindells  was 
born  at  Ancoats  in  1859,  and  apprenticed  with  Mottershead  & 
Co.  After  studying  with  Mr.  Louis  Siebold  he  passed  the 
Minor  in  1881,  and  had  varied  experience  before  commencing 
business  at  Eccles  in  1893.  He  is  an  authority  on  county 
cricket,  and  a  regular  contributor  to  local  papers  on  that 
subject. 

Westmacott  &  Son. 

This  business,  at  17  Market  Street,  was  originally  founded 
about  1837  by  two  assistants  of  Messrs.  Atkinson  &  Barker's — 
John  Ingham  and  G.  B.  Westmacott.  The  business  was  then 
carried  on  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street.  The  partner- 
ship was  afterwards  dissolved,  Mr.  G.  B.  Westmacott  moving 
to  the  present  premises  at  the  corner  of  Market  Street  and 
Corporation  Street.  Mr.  G.  H.  Westmacott,  his  son,  was 
taken  into  partnership  about  1865,  and  is  now  the  senior 
partner,  the  other  member  of  the  firm  being  Mr.  G.  L. 
Westmacott,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  passed  the  Major 
in  1889.  Mr.  G.  B.  Westmacott,  the  founder,  died  in  1876  ; 
he  had  artistic  tastes,  being  a  relative  of  the  sculptor  of  that 
name,  which  are  inherited  by  his  son. 

J.  Woodruff  Walton, 

who  is  chairman  of  the  Entertainments  Committee  of  the 
Conference,  is  in  business  at  427  Bury  New  Road,  Higher 
Broughton.  Mr.  Walton  commenced  his  business  career  in 
1885  as  an  apprentice  to  Mr.  Henry  Taylor  Marple.  Then, 
after  experience  in  London,  he  passed  the  Minor  in  1891, 
returning  to  the  North  of  England,  where  he  undertook  at 
different  times  the  management  of  several  Manchester  phar- 
macies, his  last  engagement  being  in  the  retail  department 
of  Messrs.  Jas.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.  In  1893  Mr.  Walton 
purchased  his  present  business,  which  had  been  founded  in 
1874  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Nuttall.  It  is  known  as  the  "  Dispensing 
Pharmacy,"  and  is  fitted  in  excellent  style.  The  class  of 
business  is  professional,  being  chiefly  dispensing,  and  the 
local  medical  men  make  the  pharmacy  their  rendezvous. 
The  photographic  department  is  highly  developed,  and  there 
are  several  well-known  specialities— Nuttall's  Peptonised 
Food  and  other  pepsin  preparations.  Mr.  Walton  has  been 
on  the  Council  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association 
since  1894,  and  for  a  time  was  the  honorary  secretary,  an  office 
which  he  was  forced  to  resign  by  reason  of  his  increasing 
business.  He  is  now  hon.  librarian  of  the  Association,  and 
is  also  divisional  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
North  Salford. 
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John  Wild, 

University  Pharmacy,  307  Oxford  Road,  Manchester.  Mr. 
Wild,  who  is  well  known  on  account  of  the  interest  he 
takes'  in  pharmaceutical  movements,  was  born  at  Bury  in 
1853,  and  educated  at  Bury  Grammar  School.  In  1869  he 
was  apprenticed  for  five  years  to  Mr.  Thomas  Pennington, 
Bury,  and  then  became  assistant  to  Mr.  Louis  Siebold,  who 
at  that  time  was  in  business  at  225  Oxford  Road,  Manchester. 
Mr.  Wild  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  July  1877, 
and  bought  Mr.  Siebold's  business  when  the  latter 
abandoned  retail  pharmacy.  Mr.  Wild  carried  on  the  busi- 
ness for  fifteen  years  in  the  same  premises,  but  in  1892,  when 
Mr.  J.  J.  Jones  removed  to  Buxton,  he  purchased  from 
him  the  pharmacy  at  307  Oxford  Road,  which  is  immediately 
opposite  the  beautiful  Whitworth  Hall  of  the  Victoria 
University.  The  two  businesses  were  amalgamated  under 
the  name  of  the  University  Pharmacy  at  307  Oxford  Road. 
Mr.  Wild  is  a  regular  participant  in  the  B.P.O.  annual 
gatherings,  is  local  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  South  Manchester,  and  has  been  on  the  Council 
of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  many 
years. 

Jas.  WooIIey,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

havo  a  retail  pharmacy  at  69  Market  Street,  Manchester, 
which  dates  from  1796.  _  It  was  hero  that  the  wholesale 
business  was  founded  which  has  so  completely  overshadowed 
the  retail,  and  we  shall  defer  our  historical  notes  until  we 
deal  with  the  wholesale.    The  pharmacy,  which  is  a  model  of 

a  high-class  dispensing 
and  retail  business,  is 
under  the  management  of 
Mr.  Alfred  Lucas  Blain, 
pharmaceutical  chemist. 
He  was  apprenticed  to 
his  father,  Mr.  William 
Blain,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Bolton,  and  then 
joined  the  staff  of  Messrs. 
Hearon,  Squire  & 
Francis,  at  that  time  in 
Coleman  Street,  London. 
In  1881,  whilst  in  this 
situation,  Mr.  Blain 
passed  the  Minor,  return- 
ing after  that  to  Bolton 
to  assist  his  father,  whilst 
his  brother,  Mr.  W.  R. 
Blain,  devoted  himself  to 
studying  for  the  Minor. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Blain  passed 
the  Minor  in  1883,  which 
relieved  his  brother  and 
gave  him  liberty  to 
go  up  to  the  "  Square"  to  take  the  ten  months'  course  of 
Major  study.  This  examination  was  passed  in  1884,  and  once 
more  Mr.  A.  L.  Blain  returned  to  Bolton,  to  enable  his 
brother  to  acquire  the  Major  diploma,  which  he  did  in  due 
course.  After  this  Mr.  Blain  obtained  a  position  with  Messrs. 
Jas.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  retaining  only  a  sleeping  interest 
in  the  Bolton  business.  When  the  wholesale  part  of  Messrs. 
Woolley' s  business  was  removed  to  the  Victoria  Bridge  pre- 
mises in  1886  Mr.  Blain  was  left  as  manager  of  tlie  retail,  a 
position  which  he  has  held  ever  since..  Mr.  Blain  is  well 
known  to  the  chemists  and  medical  men  of  Manchester,  and 
his  public  actions  are  always  of  a  practical  turn.  He  was 
one  of  the  witnesses  for  the  plaintiffs  in  the  tabloid  case,  and 
his  last  paper  before  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation on  "Practical  Points  for  Pharmacists"  was  one  of 
those  communications  which  are  strikingly  opposite  to  the 
academic.

£be  Week's}E>oteomnos. 

ELEVEN  fatalities  caused  or  accelerated  by  poisons 
took  place  during  the  past  week,  four  being  due  to 
carbolic  acid,  three  to  laudanum,  two  to  prussic  acid,  one 
to  opium  liniment,  and  one  to  spirit  of  salt.  The  last- 
named  case  is  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  and  is  the 
only  definite  misadventure  in  the  list.  The  carbolic  acid 
suicides  were  a  woman  named  Hayward,  of  Lambeth ;  a 
Birkenhead  nurse  named  Alice  Hutchinson ;  Samuel 
Oscroft,  a  department  manager  at  a  Shipley  warehouse ; 
and  James  Allen,  a  farmer,  near  Macclesfield.  The 
laudanum  cases  were  all  in  Nottingham.      Two  of  the 


victims,  Mrs.  Ellen  Finch  and  Frederick  Sumpter,  had 
suffered  from  bronchitis  and  had  taken  laudanum  for  their 
complaint.  The  other,  Walter  Truman,  a  threader,  was  a 
mysterious  case  of  opium  poisoning,  and  the  inquest  was 
adjourned.  Charlotte  Howson,  a  Grimsby  woman,  poisoned 
herself  with  opium  liniment.  Financial  worries  induced 
Mr.  J.  W.  Brown,  chemist,  of  Liphook,  to  end  his  life  with 
prussic  acid ;  and  at  Scarborough,  William  Alexander 
Grant,  a  young  veterinary  surgeon  belonging  to  Banffshire, 
was  found  dead  in  the  surgery  of  Mr.  Cooke,  for  whom 
he  had  been  acting  as  locum  tenens.  A  post-mortem 
showed  that  prussic  acid  was  the  cause  of  death.  Six 
narrow  escapes  from  poisoning  with  oxalic  acid  occurred 
during  the  week.  A  Birmingham  whipmaker  unwittingly 
poured  some  oxalic  acid  solution  into  a  cup  of  tea,  which 
three  of  his  children  subsequently  drank.  They  were  very 
ill,  but  all  recovered.  At  Epsom  a  sixteen-year-old  youth 
and  two  girls,  fifteen  and  fourteen  respectively,  attempted 
to  commit  suicide  with  oxalic  acid,  but  failed.

IN  a  recent  communication  to  the  Chemical  Society  ("  Pro- 
ceedings," 1907,  23,  200)  the  author  has  published  some 
further  results  obtained  in  continuation  of  previous  work  on 
the  same  subject  conducted  in  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Re- 
search Laboratories.  It  was  previously  shown  that  when 
morphine  and  codeine  are  respectively  treated  with  phos- 
phorus trichloride  or  phosphorus  tribromide  the  secondary 
alcoholic  hydroxyl  grouping  of  the  base  is  replaced  by  a 
■chlorine  or  bromine  atom,  as  the  case  may  be,  giving  rise 
to  chloromorphide,  bromomorphide,  chlorocodeide,  and 
bromocodeide  respectively.  It  has  also  been  shown  that  the 
hydrolysis  of  these  halogen  derivatives  of  morphine  and 
codeine  by  water  does  not  regenerate  the  original  bases,  but 
furnishes  instead  in  each  case  a  mixture  of  at  least  two  bases 
isomeric  with  the  parent-bases  morphine  and  codeine,  but 
sharply  differentiated  from  them  in  melting-point,  specific 
lotatory  power,  and  in  a  number  of  other  properties. 

By  the  hydrolysis  of  chloromorphide,  C17H1802NC1,  the 
author  has  obtained  neoisomorphine,  C,,Hl90,N,  and  £-iso- 
morphine,  C^H^O^N,  and  bromomorphide,  CI7H180,NBr, 
furnishes  0  isomorphine  and  isomorphine,  C17H]903N. 

The  author  has  proved  that  chlorocodeide,  C18H2002NC1, 
and  bromocodeide,  C18H2()02NBr,  are  the  methyl  ethers 
or  codeine  analogues  of  chloromorphide  and  bromomor- 
phide respectively  by  producing  the  former  two  bases  from 
the  latter  two  by  methylation  with  sodium  ethoxide  and 
methyl  sulphate.  As  would  be  expected,  therefore,  chloro- 
codeide and  bromocodeide  afford  on  hydrolysis  the  methyl 
•ethers  respectively  of  the  bases  produced  from  the  halide 
morphides.  Neoisocodeine,  C18H2l03N,  0-isococleine 
C1SH210,N,  and  isocodeine,  C18H2,03N,  have  thus  been 
obtained.  These  isomerides  of  codeine  have  also  been  pro- 
duced from  the  corresponding  isomerides  of  morphine  by 
methylation  in  the  same  manner  as  codeine  is  prepared  from 
morphine. 

Recently  Knorr  and  his  pupils  at  Jena  have  taken  up  the 
further  investigation  of  the  new  isomerides  of  morphine  and 
codeine  obtained  by  the  author  and  iiis  cotlaborateurs  in 
respect  to  their  relationship  to  each  other  and  to  the  parent 
liases.  From  the  preliminary  results  obtained  it  would 
seem  as  though  these  substances  will  prove  of  immense  value 
in  throwing  some  light  on  the  still  obscure  problem  of  the 
•constitution  of  the  opium  alkaloids  morphine,  codeine,  and 
thebaine.

Tablet  Manufacture :  Its  History,  Pharmacy,  and  Practice. 
By  Joseph  R.  Ward,  M.A.,  Ph.G.  1906  Philadelphia 
and  London.    J.  P.  Lippincott  &  Co.  Sm.  8vo.  224  pp. 

The  best  way  to  give  an  idea  of  the  scope  of  this  excellent 
work  is  to  enumerate  the  chapters  in  their  order  : — ■ 
I.  History. 
II.  General  consideration. 

III.  Triturating. 

IV.  Mixing,  formulating,  and  drying. 
V.  Lubricating. 

VI.  Compressing. 
VII.  Colouring-. 
VIII.  Construction  of  formulas. 

IX.  Treatment  of  individual  substances. 
X.  Formulary. 

Up  to  143  (end  of  chapter  iv.)  the  author  confines  himself 
strictly  to  instruction  and  explanation  ;  every  detail  of  the 
numerous  stages  in  the  making  of  tablets  being  described 
almost  as  lucidly  as  if  it  were  done  in  a  factory  alongside  the 
machinery.  One  of  the  most  valuable  chapters,  to  those 
who  have  to  ascend  in  tablet-making  from  the  dispensing- 
counter  to  the  factory  bench,  is  the  eighth,  wherein,  on  the 
pound  basis,  the  author  shows  how  the  materials  for  various 
kinds  of  tablets  are  selected,  apportioned,  and  mixed  to 
produce  definite  numbers  of  tablets.  The  chapter  on  indi- 
vidual substances  is  substantially  a  dictionary  of  medica- 
ments as  regards  excipients  and  manipulation  required  for 
them,  and  the  Formulary,  which  completes  the  book,  tells 
not  only  the  quantities  of  ingredients  for  7,000  tablets,  but 
the  lubricants  and  diets  to  be  used.  This  chapter  is  inter- 
leaved. The  book  is  the  completest  on  the  art  of  tablet- 
making  which  has  been  published. 

The  Trust  Movement  in  British  Industry;  A  Study  of 
Business  Organisation.  By  Henry  W.  Macrosty,  B.A. 
9^x5^  in.  Pp.  xvi+398.  9s.  net.  (London,  1907: 
Longmans,  Green  &  Co.) 
By  "trust"  the  author  of  this  book  means  "combina- 
tion "  in  its  original  sense,  and  not  "  industrial  and  trading 
combinations  with  an  implication  of  tyranny."  His  treatise 
is  a  narrative  of  facts,  with  occasional  deductions  which  are 
not  always  correct.  After  an  introductory  chapter  the 
author  deals  in  succession  with  amalgamations  and 
associations  in  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  the  extractive 
(i.e.,  mining  and  quarrying)  industries,  textile-industries, 
chemical-industries,  grain-milling,  tobacco  and  liquor  trades, 
retail  trades,  transport-industries,  and  miscellaneous  indus- 
tries, and  concludes  with  a  survey  and  conclusions.  He 
aims  to  tell  the  story  of  the  more  important  amalgamations 
and  combinations  in  the  respective  industries,  and  to  show 
from  their  records  what  lessons  can  be  learnt.  The  lesson 
is  the  same  whether  the  industry  be  hardware  or  soft  goods, 
chemicals  or  groceries — viz.,  whenever  combination  is 
honestly  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  cheapening  produc- 
tion by  eliminating  multiplication  of  expenses  and  spreading 
managerial  charges  over  the  largest  possible  amount  of  pro- 
ducts, it  is  successful  to  the  promoters  and  not  detrimental 
to  the  community.  On  the  other  hand,  attempts  to  "  corner  " 
signally  fail  in  this  country  unless  the  combines  have  com- 
plete control  of  the  source  of  supplies,  and  they  have  equally 
failed  when  the  amalgamations  are  primarily  made  to  allow 
promoters  to  "get  out"  on  the  best  terms.  There  are 
examples  of  all  classes  in  the  chemical-industry.  It  was 
indicated  in  our  preliminary  note  that  among  the  retail 
trade  combinations  for  ensuring  adequate  profit  (i.e.,  price- 
protection)  the  author  reckons  the  trade  of  chemist  and 
druggist  to  be  the  most  successful ;  but  he  deals  solely  with 
the  P.A.T.A.  in  this  regard,  and  is  apparently  unaware 
that  some  manufacturers  have  their  own  methods  of  securing 
a  minimum  return  to  the  retailer.  It  would  have  been 
interesting  to  have  had  a  contrast  of  the  two  systems  by  an 
outsider,  for  Mr.  Macrosty  is  an  authority  on  economics 
whose  opinion  is  worth  having.  The  book  is  interesting, 
and  had  it  also  contained  a  chapter  on  the  co-operative  move- 
ment as  represented  by  the  wholesale  associations  (which 
escape  the  author's  notice  as  flagrant  examples  of  trusts, 
perhaps  because  he  is  biassed  in  favour  of  existing  co-opera- 
tion), its  value  would  have  been  much  enhanced.

Down  Under. 

I  notice  in  the  "Camera  House  Beacon"  (a  dainty 
monthly  published  in  Melbourne,  Vic.)  a  reproduction  of  a 
flashlight-photograph  of  the  start  of  a  motor  tour,  taken  at 
3.50  a.m.,  December  8,  1906,  on  the  St.  Kilda  Road,  Mel- 
bourne, by  Mr.  E.  Norton  Grimwade,  one  of  the  well- 
known  drug-trade  family.  The  photograph  is  excellent, 
daybreak  being  caught  in  the  distance. 

The  Salon. 

For  the  fifteenth  exhibition  at  the  Royal  Water-colour 
Society's  Gallery,  Pall  Mall  East,  on  September  13,  a  notable 
alteration  in  the  conditions  of  entry  is  made  this  year.  The 
French  exhibits  are  to  be  selected  in  Paris  by  M.  Robert 
Demachy  and  Colonel  C.  Puyo.  Entry- forms  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Reginald  Craigie, 
5a  Pall  Mall  East ;  and,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  the  selecting 
committee  intend  to  disqualify  any  duplicate  of  a  picture 
sent  for  exhibition  to  "  any  other  exhibition  open  in  London 
at  the  same  time." 

Tripod-shoes. 

These  were  recently  referred  to  in  the 
C.  tfc  D.,  but  the  simplicity  of  the  idea  is 
more  readily  conveyed  by  the  accompany- 
ing illustration.  Those  who  have  occasion  to 
manipulate  a  tripod  on  a  paved  floor  will 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  rubber  shoes 
and  their  superiority  over  the  pieces  of  cork 
which  one  is  accustomed  to  use  to  prevent 
slipping.  The  rubber  shoes  are  made  by  the 
Altrincham  Rubber  Co.,  Altrincham,  and 
they  are  a  profitable  line  to  handle  at  this 
season.  I  got  a  copy  of  the  company's  cata- 
logue the  other  day,  and  find  it  talks  straight 
to  the  makers  of  several  articles  I  handle. 

The  Chemistry  of  Ozobrome. 

In  a  note  on  the  above  subject  Mr.  Raymond  Crowther, 
in  a  recent  number  of  the  "  Amateur  Photographer,"  gives 
the  following  points.  The  ozobrome  pigmenting-solution, 
as,  I  suppose,  is  common  knowledge  by  now,  contains  an 
alkaline  bichromate,  and  a  diminution  in  the  proportion  of 
this  salt  gives  prints  relatively  steeper  in  gradation  and 
taking  a  longer  time  to  print,  while  the  opposite  effect  is 
produced  by  increasing  the  proportion  of  bichromate.  De- 
velopment is  easily  retarded  by  the  addition  of  ammonia  to 
the  pigmenting-bath,  so  as  to  convert  the  bichromate  into 
a  photographically  inactive  chromate.  Conversely,  by  the 
addition  of  an  acid,  the  chromate  is  reconverted  into  bi- 
chromate, and  the  action  is  correspondingly  accelerated. 
Thus  it  follows  that  the  addition  of  ammonia  gives  harsher 
prints,  and  the  addition  of  acid  flatter  prints,  and  it  is 
possible  to  carry  either  of  these  additions  so  far  as  to 
completely  arrest  development  on  the  one  hand  or  to  pro- 
duce densely  fogged  pictures  on  the  other.  As  regards 
fogging,  the  author  of  the  article  says  that  it  may  be 
caused  by  the  use  of  a  too  concentrated  pigmenting-bath, 
by  using  excess  of  acid,  by  too  prolonged  contact  of  print 
and  plaster,  or  by  the  non-removal  of  the  hardening-agent 
with  which  the  bromide  print  is  first  treated.

fTI  HE  business  tone  in  drugs  and  chemicals  continues  flat, 
and  complaints  of  "  nothing  doing  "  are  more  rife  than 
usual  this  week.  Price  changes,  with  few  exceptions,  rul 
in  favour  of  buyers.  This  is  the  case  with  citric  acid, 
the  unseasonable  conditions  having  brought  out  cheap 
sellers.  Camphor  is  weak,  and  prices  of  German  refined 
have  been  reduced  in  order  to  meet  competition.  Copper 
sulphate  is  easier  in  sympathy  with  the  metal,  and  benzols 
are  also  a  shade  easier.  Antimony  is  again  lower.  Among 
the  alkaloids  the  one  and  only  alteration  is  a  further 
advance  of  6d.  in  morphine  salts,  warranted  by  the  position 
of  opium.  Codeine  is  unaltered  at  the  moment,  but 
exceedingly  firm.  Other  changes  include  an  advance  in 
English  extract  of  henbane,  and  a  further  rise  in  lemon 
oil.  Bergamot  oil  of  good  quality  is  scarce.  Peppermint 
oil  and  menthol  are  steady.  The  principal  changes  of  the 
week  are  as  under  :

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  somewhat  heavier  demand  has  been  experienced  during 
the  past  week  at  practically  all  centres  of  the  chemical 
industry  both  on  prompt  and  forward  account.  General 
export  trade  is  also  good.  Values  keep  mostly  as  lately 
reported,  and  there  are  no  signs  of  important  fluctuations. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  shows  perhaps  slightly  more 
activity,  and  on  the  whole  keeps  steady.  Present  nominal 
figures:  Beckton  127.  2s.  6(7.,  Beckton  terms  11/.  13s.  9(7. 
London  117.  17s.  6d.,  Leith  12/.,  and  Hull  117.  15s. 

Baeium-products.—  There  is  little  of  change  to  be  re- 
ported as  regards  this  market,  since  the  principal  raw 
materials— viz.  the  carbonate  and  sulphate— continue  well  on 
the  firm  side  owing  to  scarcity  and  strong  demand.  The 
position,  together  with  a  good  consumptive  demand  for 
manufactured  products,  is  responsible  for  a  distinct  ten- 
dency towards  advancement  in  values.  The  mineral  car- 
bonate of  barytes  or  witherite  is  only  obtainable  in  small 
quantities  outside  existing  contracts,  and  such  quantities 
are  subject  to  arrangement  of  time  of  delivery.  Blanc  fixe, 
pure  precipitated  sulphate  of  barium,  in  paste  form  6/.  15s. 
to  7/.  10s.  per  ton  in  8  to  9  cwt.  casks.  Pure  blanc  fixe  dried 
and  in  powder  form  87.  15s.  to  97.  15s.  per  ton  in  7  to  8  cwt. 
casks.  Second  quality  is  very  scarce,  and  there  is  practic- 
ally none  available  for  early  delivery.  Nominal  quotation 
11.  5s.  to  77.  15s.  per  ton.  Mineral  sulphate  of  barytes  very 
firm  at  50s.  to  110s.  per  ton,  in  accordance  with  quality, 
quantity,  and  package.  Chloride  of  barium  is  well  sold 
ahead  at  figures  varying  from  77.  10s.  to  8/.  10s.  per  ton  in 
original  casks  according  to  quantity,  etc.  Pure  precipitated 
carbonate  of  barium  is  very  firm  on  basis  of  77.  10s  to  97 
per  ton  in  bags.  Crude  calcined  sulphide  of  barium,  70  to 
75  per  cent.  57.  to  57.  10s.  per  ton  in  casks.  Hydrate  of 
barium  crystals  steady  at  137.  10s.  to  147.  10s.  per  ton  For 
the  fused  concentrated  hydrate  of  barium,  56  to  60  per 
cent  BaO,  there  is  a  considerably  heavier  demand  owino- 
to  the  growing  tendency  to  use  this  product  for  water- 


softening  purposes.  There  is  no  alteration  at  present  in 
quotations.  Solid  137.  15s.  to  157.  5s.  per  ton  in  5  to  6  cwt. 
drums,  and  crushed  in  special  drums  or  casks  30s.  per  ton 
extra.  Nitrate  of  barium  very  firm.  Crystals  197.  10s.  to 
207.  10s.  per  ton  in  6  to  7  cwt.  casks,  and  powdered  197.  15s.  to 
207.  15s.  per  ton. 

Continental  Drug  Markets. 

Benzoic  Acid  ex  Toluol  is  somewhat  scarce,  and  makers 
have  sold  their  production  for  several  months  in  advance,  so 
that  little  is  available  at  present.  Present  quotations  are 
325m.  per  100  kilos,  for  quantities,  which  is  an  advance  on 
previous  figures. 

Bismuth  Subnit. — In  consequence  of  the  recent  rise  in  metal, 
quotations  have  advanced  to  about  15.50m.  per  kilo.  Large 
quantities  are  obtainable  at  a  lower  rate,  and  the  cheaper 
second-hand  supplies  must  also  be  taken  into  account.  Manu- 
facturers seem  to  have  come  to  an  understanding  in  order  to 
maintain  prices. 

Camphor  Oil. — The  available  supply  is  more  abundant,  and 
it  is  reported  that  the  stock  in  Hamburg  amounts  to  about 
200  packages  of  light  oil  and  300  packages  of  heavy  ;  the  former 
is  offered  at  about  750m.  per  100  kilos.  The  market  has  a 
declining  tendency,  as  the  drug  has  to  some  extent  been  re- 
placed by  cheaper  products. 

Citric  Acid  is  weaker  in  Hamburg,  and  the  demand  has 
not  assumed  the  expected  proportions.  Conditions  will  im- 
prove with  hot  weather,  in  which  case  prices  may  harden, 
especially  as  the  supply  of  acid  for  prompt  delivery  is  not 
very  considerable.  Crystals  free  from  lead  are  quoted  at 
about  410  to  420m.  for  prompt,  and  at  about  390  to  395m.  per 
100  kilos,  for  September-October  delivery. 

Formaldehyde. — Prices  are  likely  to  advance  by  several 
marks  per  100  kilos.,  as  a  duty  has  been  imposed  on  raw 
material  imported  from  America  after  July  1.  At  present  the 
supplies  consist  of  the  residue  of  former  stocks,  but  later  the 
increase  in  price  will  be  perceptible. 

Oxalic  Acid. — The  high  prices  are  well  maintained,  and 
only  small  quantities  are  available.  It  is  astonishing  that  in 
view  of  the  scarcity  which  has  been  apparent  for  some  time 
new  makers  hgve  not  entered  the  field,  as  a  ready  market 
would  be  found. 

Quillaia. — Business  has  been  slack  for  the  past  fortnight  in 
Hamburg,  and  consumers  are  only  buying  from  hand  to 
mouth.  Whole  bark  is  not  to  be  had  under  53  to  54m.  per 
100  kilos,  net  ex  wharf  from  importers.  Cut  is  quoted  57  to 
58m.,  which  is  considered  too  low. 

Sugar  of  Milk. — Inland  prices  in  Germany,  which  are 
regulated  by  the  Convention,  remained  unchanged,  but  export 
values  have  declined  in  consequence  of  very  large  offers.  In 
the  Hamburg  market  102m.  per  100  kilos,  is  quoted  for 
quantities,  and  although  export  business  is  brisk,  it  would 
seem  that,  owing  to  the  large  quantities  on  offer,  a  further 
decline  is  probable. 

American  Drug  Market. 

New  York,  July  9. 

Quiet  conditions  prevail ;  sales  have  been  chiefly  confined  to 
quantities  for  immediate  consumption,  speculators  showing 
little  activity.  The  fluctuations  in  opium  and  camphor  are 
the  notable  features. 

Aloes. — Curacao  remains  firm  at  8c.  to  8gC  for  boxes,  14c. 
to  16c.  for  gourds.  Barbados  are  scarce  at  40c.  Cape  and 
Socotrinc  are  steady  at  9gc.  to  12c.  and  20c.  to  22c.  respectively. 

Berberis  Aquifo'lium  continues  to  harden  on  account  of 
low  stock  and  unfavourable  conditions  for  gathering;  28c.  is 
an  average  price,  but  the  improved  weather  points  to  an 
early  decline. 

Bergamot  Oil. — Strong  at  3.65c.  to  3.85c.  in  a  fairly  active 
market. 

Bismuth  Subnit.  is  higher  at  $1.75,  corresponding  to  the 
recent  sharp  advance  in  metal. 

Bromides. — Inactive.  Potassium  is  16c,  sodium  is  21c,  and 
ammonium  23c. 

Buchu. — "  Shorts"  are  rather  firm  at  25c. 
Camphor. — Keen  competition  in  American  refined  caused  a 
decline  of  6c,  which  came  as  a  surprise,  following  as  it  did 
the  recent  sharp  advance  in  Japanese  crude.  The  quotations 
range  from  $1.14  for  bells  and  2i-lb.  slabs  to  $1.18  for  smaller 
packages.  Dealers  in  foreign  refined  quickly  followed  suit 
in  anticipation  of  a  further  reduction. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  receiving  more  attention.    The  market 
is  steady  at  85c.  to  lie,  according  to  age  and  quantity. 

Copaiba. — South  American  is  easier  with  quotations  at  60c. 
to  75c,  but  the  inside  figure  may  be  shaded.  The  decline  is 
hie  to  the  adequate  supply  on  hand,  combined  with  a  more 
liberal  interpretation  of  the  U.S. P.  test  for  gurjun.  Para 
is  steady  at  $1.25  to  $1.50. 

Cubeb  Oil  is  stronger  at  $1.20  to  $1.28.    Berries  for  dis- 
tillation are  in  short  supply. 
Dandelion  Root.— German  is  easier  at  22c.  to  23c. 
Ginger  (Jam.). — A  fair  business  has  been  done;  prices  are

firm  at  16c.  to  17ic  for  unbleached  and  16c.  to  18c.  for 

bl&LYCi!RiN.—  The  firm  market  for  crude  has  strengthened  the 
position  of  refined.  Business  has  been  done  at  13Jc.  to  14c.  for 
drum  lots  and  15c.  for  cans. 
Gtjakana  is  inactive  at  $4. 

Hydrastis.— Only  small  parcels  have  changed  hands,  but 
the  market  has  gradually  strengthened.  First-class  drug 
cannot  be  obtained  under  $1.55.  , 

Ipecac,  is  without  special  feature.  Rio  is  unchanged  at  $1.05 
to  $1.75,  and  Cartagena  $1.35  to  $1.40. 

Jalap  of  good  quality  can  be  obtained  at  18c.  to  20c. 

Mandrake.— Considerable  sales  have  taken  place  at  5c. 

Menthol  is  lower.  $2.60  to  $2.70  is  still  quoted,  though  one 
lot  was  sold  at  $2.40. 

Ncx  Vomica  is  particularly  active  and  scarce.  Prices  have 
advanced  all  round.  Drug  assaying  1.3-per-cent.  strychnine 
is  offered  at  4gC 

Opium. — Two  sharp  advances  of  25c.  each  have  been  made 
during  the  week,  influenced  by  the  scarcity  and  consequent 
increased  strength  at  primary  markets.  At  present  quota- 
tions for  case  lots  are  $4.75  to  $5.00,  but  the  continued  un- 
favourable reports  from  Smyrna  and  the  scarcity  on  spot  make 
predictions  for  a  further  advance  tolerably  safe.  Powdered 
ranges  from  $$5.30  to  $5.50. 

Orange  Oil  (Bitter)  has  advanced  to  $2.45  to  $2.50,  in  sym- 
pathy with  primary  markets. 

Pennyroyal  Oil. — American  is  very  scarce  at  from  $3.50  to 
$5.00.  French  oil  of  U.S.P.  quality  sold  for  $3.50,  while  an  in- 
ferior grade  fetched  $1.75  as  "mosquito"  oil. 

Peppermint  Oil. — Offerings  at  $1.75  for  tins  are  limited. 
The  quoted  range  is  still  $1.75  to  $2.00,  but  the  Western 
market  is  firm.    Oil  in  cases  is  steady  at  $2.65  to  $3.00. 

Peru  Balsam  is  firm  at  $2.50  to  $2!85. 

Quinine  remains  dull  at  16c.  in  100-oz.  tins,  and  15c.  in 
second  hands.    Java  is  quiet  at  14Ac 

Rose  Oil. — Otto  holds  steady  at  $4  to  $5.00  per  oz. 

Sarsapahilla. — Mexican  is  decidedly  firmer  at  7£c.  to  8c, 
with  little  obtainable  at  7gc. 

Senega. — Western  is  steady  at  49c.  to  50c. 

Senna  is  unchanged.  Alexandrian  whole  is  21c.  to  22c,  half 
10c.  to  14c,  and  Tinnevelly  6c  to  12c. 

Serpentaria  is  unchanged  at  39c 

Tolu  Balsam  is  dull  at  23c.  to  25c 

Tonka  Beans. — Angostura  has  advanced  sharply  to  75c. 
The  low  stock  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few  dealers. 

Bulgarian  Otto  of  Rose. 

Our  Bulgarian  correspondent  under  date  of  July  11  writes 
the  following  from  Philippopolis  :  "  In  my  last  communication 
I  estimated  all  the  available  new  or  old  otto  of  rose  in  Bul- 
garia at  137,000  oz.  [An  error  in  the  addition  of  the  grand 
total  last  week  (p.  64)  gave  the  amount  as  144,000  oz. — Ed.] 
This  estimate,  however,  was  very  conservative  and  only  in- 
cludes about  four-fifths  of  the  stocks  actually  found  in  Bulgaria 
to-day.  The  purpose  I  had  in  giving  such  an  extremely  con- 
servative estimate  was,  not  only  to  convince  even  the  most 
confirmed  sceptics  of  the  truth  of  my  communications,  but 
also  to  make  speculators  and  sellers  of  "  put  up  "  grades  show 
their  cards  in  representing  the  present  crop  as  a  famine  crop. 
When  I  wrote  my  last  communication  (July  5)  I  had  not  yet 
received  the  reports  of  two  Kazanlik  firms,  but  as  these  are 
now  to  hand,  I  can  well  afford  to  be  less  conservative,  as  both 
these  reports  far  exceed  even  my  most  liberal  estimates.  One 
of  these  reports  enumerates  in  kilos,  the  produce  of  every  rose 
loealitv  in  the  district.  It  estimates  the  total  yield  of  the  crop 
at  2,983  kilos.,  or  about  107,000  English  oz.,  which  is  7,000  oz. 
more  than  my  liberal  estimate  and  22,000  oz.  more  than  my 
conservative  estimate.  The  other  report,  which  gives  pains- 
taking details  and  seems  to  be  the  outcome  of  a  systematic 
and  impartial  study,  estimates  the  present  crop  in  round 
numbers  at  92,000  oz.,  or  only  7,000  oz.  more  than  my  lowest 
estimate.  This  last  estimate  is  surely  the  most  reliable  and 
nearest  the  exact  figure  of  the  total  yield  of  this  year's  crop. 
This  estimate,  however,  does  not  include  any  possible  adul- 
terants that  may  have  been  used  by  unscrupulous  growers 
during  the  distillation  or  which  may  be  used  by  unscrupulous 
exporters  and  dealers  in  making  their  many  grades  of  otto, 
which  is  sold  at  all  sorts  of  prices  to  suit  all  customers.  If 
we  take  the  minimum  quantity  of  adulterants  used  by  the 
unscrupulous  growers  at  10,000  oz.,  and  that  used  by  the 
makers  of  grades  here  and  abroad  at  20,000  oz.,  this  will  in- 
crease the  output  of  the  new  crop  to  about  122,000  oz.  In  the 
face  of  such  a  grand  total,  it  is  simply  ludicrous  to  style  this 
year's  crop  as  a  famine  crop.  A  famine  crop  is  a  crop  the 
total  yield  of  which  is  from  30,000  to  50,000  oz.,  such  as  the 
crops  in  1871,  1878,  and  1893  were.  An  average  or  medium 
crop  is  one  from  80,000  to  100,000  oz.,  as  the  present  crop  is, 
and  as  the  crops  of  1895-1896  were,  while  a  good  and  rich  crop 
is  one  from  125,000  to  145,000  oz.,  as  all  the  last  six  successive 
crops  were.  As  stated  in  both  my  reports,  the  present  crop 
would  have  surely  proved  a  famine  crop  and  the  smallest 


on  record  if  the  weather  during  the  harvest  had  been  as  dry 
and  hot  as  in  May,  during  the  budding  season.  But  in  that 
case  the  total  yield  would  have  been  only  about  30,000  to 
35,000  oz.  Thanks  to  the  most  ideal  harvesting  weather, 
though  the  yield  of  rosebuds  this  year  was  only  about 
40  per  cent,  as  compared  with  last  year's  yield  (the  yield  of  otto 
from  the  same  quantity  of  roseflowers  being  this  year  nearly 
30  per  cent,  more  than  it  was  last  year),  the  total  yield  of 
otto,  instead  of  being  only  40  per  cent,  is  fully  70  per 
cent,  of  last  year's  yield.  While  last  year  it  took  on  an 
average  about  220  lbs.  of  rose-flowers  to  make  1  oz.  of  otto  of 
rose,  this  year  only  about  160  lbs.  of  rose  flowers  were  used 
to  mako  1  oz.  of  otto.  This  proves  what  has  been 
always  stated,  that  it  is  chiefly  the  weather  during  the 
harvest  that  makes  and  unmakes  a  crop,  and  for  anyone  to 
.contradict  this  is  to  talk  nonsense.  So  much  for  the  new 
crop  and  its  output.  Now  a  word  more  about  the  stock  of 
old  otto  found  in  Bulgaria.  The  would-be  alarmists  and 
advocates  of  the  rose-famine  who  pretend  to  know  all,  but 
prove  to  know  nothing  at  all,  claim  that  there  is  no  old  otto 
of  rose  left  in  Bulgaria,  and  that  whatsoever  old  otto  existed 
was  sold  last  April  and  May.  To  affirm  such  a  thing  is 
either  to  pervert  the  truth  or  to  show  uncommon  ignorance 
of  the  rose-market  in  Bulgaria.  In  my  last  communication 
I  estimated  all  the  old  stock  in  the  hands  of  exporters  and 
jobbers  at  42,000  oz.  In  checking  over  this  estimate  I  find 
that  all  the  old  stock  in  the  hands  of  two  exporters,  three 
big  jobbers,  and  fourteen  small  jobbers,  and  in  about  a 
score  of  well-to-do  growers  here  and  there  in  the  rose 
district,  taken  at  its  lowest  estimate,  is  not  an  ounce  less  than 
55,000  oz.  This  brings  the  grand  total  of  all  the  otto  of 
rose,  new  or  old,  pure  and  sophisticated,  found  in  Bulgaria 
to  177,000  oz.  New  otto  began  to  be  shipped  for  export  this 
year,  evidently  under  the  influence  of  the  panic,  as  early  as 
June  20.  I  am  keeping  account  of  everything  exported, 
and  next  year  about  this  time  the  export  statistics  and  the  left- 
over otto  will  more  than  confirm  this  close  and  true  estimate 
of  mine.  Absolute  facts  and  truths  are  not  readily  dis- 
proved by  off-hand  assertions.  My-next  communication  will 
deal  with  the  famine  prices  that  some  are  trying  to  establish 
here  and  abroad."

Should  buyers  respond  to 
present  prices,  an  easy  market  cannot  be  expected ;  on  the 
contrary,  holders  will  become  more  tenacious,  asking  a  higher 
figure  on  each  fresh  purchase.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  all 
buyers  withdraw,  and  there  is  a  total  absence  of  demand  for 
fifteen  or  twenty  days,  a  decline  may  be  expected;  as  sellers 
will  be  anxious  to  realise  at  present  inflated  prices.  It  is 
reckoned  that  the  new  crop  (including  600  from  Salonica) 
will  be  about  4,500  cases.

Wax,  Bees'. — Jamaica  was  flat,  all  the  offerings  being 
bought  in  at  from  8^.  5s.  to  8/.  10$:  per  cwt.  Ten  packages 
of  Zanzibar  sold  at  from  6/.  10s.  to  61.  15s.  for  ordinary, 
part  dark  and  drossy,  and  for  45  packages  fair  brown  block 
a  bid  of  61.  17s.  6d.  is  to  be  submitted.  American  refined 
moons  were  bought  in  at  61.  10s. 

Cablegram. 

Smyrna,  July  15  : — Sales  of  opium  amounting  to  fifty 
cases  have  been  made  for  United  States  account  at  the 
equivalent  of  16s.  8(7.  per  lb.  f.o.b.  for  extra  Karahissar, 
and  the  market  is  still  advancing. 

Smyrna,  July  18  : — Further  business  has  been  done  in 
opium  amounting  to  40  cases  for  speculators  and  American 
buyers  at  the  equivalent  of  17s.  lOd.  per  lb.  for  fine  Kara- 
hissar, but  18s.  is  now  asked. 

New  York,  July  18  : — A  seasonable  business  is  in  pro- 
gress. Opium  has  further  advanced  to  $5.25  per  lb.  for 
druggists  by  single  cases.  Morphine  has  advanced  to  $2.70 
per  oz.,  and  codeine  to  $4.05.  Refined  camphor  has  de- 
clined to  $1.10  per  lb.  for  bulk  in  barrels.  Caffeine  is  un- 
changed at  $2.65.  Otto  of  rose  has  advanced  to  $5  per  oz. 
American  turpentine  is  quoted  60c.  in  New  York,  and 
copaiba  is  easy  at  52c.  per  lb.  for  South  American  pure. 

Amsterdam,  July  18  : — At  the  auction  of  cinchona  held 
to-day  8,955  bales  and  558  cases  were  brought  forward, 
weighing  872,777  kilos.,  and  containing  49,180  kilos,  of 
quinine  sulphate.  The  manufacturing  bark  contained  an 
average  of  6.03  per  cent.  q.  s.  The  above  9,513  packages 
represented  119,817  kilos,  pharmaceutical  bark  (3,765  kilos, 
q.  s.)  and  752,960  kilos,  manufacturing  bark  (45,415  kilos, 
q.  s.).  Of  the  above  9,513  packages  9,343  packages  were 
disposed  of  at  an  average  unit  of  4.59c.  per  half-kilo.,  as 
compared  with  4.25c.  paid  at  the  auction  on  June  13.  The 
following  were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  pur- 
chased by  the  principal  buyers  :  (1)  The  English  and 
American  factories,  13,479  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory, 
5,734  kilos.  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  5.353  kilos.  ;  (4)  the 
Amsterdam  factory,  5,233  kilos. ;  (5)  the  Frankfort  and 
Stuttgart  factories,  4,591  kilos.  ;  (6)  various  buyers,  13,904 
kilos.  The  lowest  price  paid  for  the  manufacturing  bark 
was  7^c.  per  half-kilo.,  and  the  highest  43|c,  while  for 
pharmaceutical  bark  from  7^c.  to  38^c.  was  paid.  The 
72  packages  of  Java  coca  leaves  weighing  4,548  kilos,  partly 
sold  at  46-J.c.  to  43c. 

Spanish  Bismuth. 

The  production  of  bismuth  ore  in  Cordoba  is  steadily  pro- 
gressing, rising  from  4  tons  in  1904  to  26  tons  in  1905,  valued 
at  400?.,  and  to  92  tons  in  1906,  valued  at  1,655?.  The  ore  is 
found  in  the  Conquista  district  of  Cordoba,  and  the  mines 
are  said  to  be  now  owned  by  a  British  syndicate. 

Java  Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

In  the  course  of  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Java 
during  1906  the  British  Consul  remarks  that  "  cinchona- 
planters  are  trying  to  come  to  some  arrangement  not  to  in- 
crease the  area  under  cultivation,  in  order  to  keep  up  the 
price  of  bark."  The  quantity  of  quinine  sulphate  sold  at 
auction  and  by  private  sales  at  Batavia  by  the  Bandong 
factory  during  the  last  four  years  is  as  follows  :  1903,  741,053  oz. 
(average  price,  Hd.  per  oz.) ;  1904,  821,608  oz.  {9i.d.);  1905, 
534,400  oz.  (did.);  and  1906,  916,561  oz.  (l-<\d.).  The  exports 
of  quinine  from  Java  were  as  follows  :  1904,  1,286,400  oz.  ;  1905, 
748,800  oz.  ;  and  1906,  762,400  oz.  The  exports  of  private  bark 
were:  1904,  15,078,873  lb.;  1905,  16,346,172  lb.;  and  1906, 
13,532,966  lb.  ;  while  of  Government  bark  the  shipments  were  : 
1904,  1,308,256  lb. ;  1905,  1,288,307  lb.  ;  and  1906,  1,308,174  lb. 
respectively. 

Platinum. 

The  position  of  platinum  is  reviewed  at  length  in  the 
columns  of  the  "  Times  "  Commercial  Supplement  of  July  1. 
The  recent  notes  we  published  in  our  issues  of  February  23 
(p.  312),  April  13  (p.  564),  and  June  1  (p.  848)  summarised  the 
more  prominent  features  of  the  market;  and  we  may  now  add 
that  the  writer  of  the  article  is  of  opinion  "  that  it  is  hardly 
possible  to  imagine  that  heavy  quantities  are  awaiting  dis- 
posal, but  nevertheless  everybody  in  the  trade  at  the  present 
moment  appears  to  have  a  sufficient  supply  on  hand,  and 
ossibly  some  to  spare.  At  any  rate,  the  recent  scarcity  has 
een  for  the  time  appreciably^relieved  ;  but  it  is  believed  by 
trade  experts  that  a  revival  of  demand  at  the  lower  value 
would  soon  impart  renewed  stability  to  the  market."

Proposed  By-laws. 

Sir, — Many  of  us  hope  that  the  proposed  new  by-laws 
will  not  be  passed  by  the  meeting  on  August  7.  They  were 
suddenly  sprung  upon  us,  and  are  now  being  rushed  with 
unbecoming  haste.  Nobody  outside  the  Council  has  had 
proper  opportunity  for  consideration  and  discussion.  No 
doubt  the  objectionable  proposal  regarding  clause  2,  Sec- 
tion X,  has  been  dropped,  which  is  so  far  good,  but  other 
proposals  are  of  doubtful  propriety,  and  two  of  them  are 
decidedly  objectionable.  I  refer  particularly  to  clauses  10, 
11,  and  23  of  Section  X.  The  purpose  of  the  proposed 
alterations  is  to  transfer  to  the  Council  and  Registrar 
powers  which  at  present,  and  properly,  appertain  to  the 
Boards  of  Examiners.  Clauses  viii.  and  ix.  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  and  Clause  vi.  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  clearly  indicate  that  all  examinational  work  is  to  be 
performed  by  the  Boards  of  Examiners,  and  not  in  any 
case  by  the  Council.  The  framing  of  regulations  for  the 
conduct  of  examinations  and  the  excusing  of  candidates 
for  absence  are  duties  which  fall  to  be  discharged  by  the 
Examiners,  and  not  by  the  Council  and  Registrar  as  now 
proposed.  The  receiving  of  certificates  (Clause  11)  is  only 
in  accordance  with  law  when  regarded  as  forming  part  of 
the  qualifying  examination,  and  can  therefore  only  be 
validly  done  by  the  examiners  approved  by  the  Privy 
Council.  The  Registrar  may  receive  certificates,  but  only 
on  behalf  of  the  Boards,  and  the  approval  of  either  Board 
must  be  obtained  before  the  certificates  are  held  to  be 
finally  valid.  The  old  by-law  is  right ;  the  intended  im- 
provement is  all  wrong.  We  may  take  it  that  there  is 
little  truth  in  the  allegation  that  delay  is  caused  by  the 
present  arrangement.  Everyone  knows  that  the  Boards 
meet  once  a  quarter.  If  certificates  are  not  forwarded,  the 
sender  is  to  blame.  Further,  were  it  found  desirable,  the 
Boards  could  meet  specially  to  deal  with  certificates.  If 
the  duty  were  taken  alternately  it  would  only  mean  a 
special  meeting  for  each  Board  once  in  six  months. 

The  utterances  of  several  of  the  Councillors  make  it  very 
evident  that  their  hearts'  desire  is  to  minimise  the  exa- 
miners and  to  magnify  the  Council.  Their  vanity  is 
wounded  because  they  cannot  order  the  Examiners  ("  their 
servants  ")  about,  and  tell  them  just  exactly  what  they  are 
to  do.  Hence,  the  abortive  Newsholme  Committee,  and 
the  proposed  new  (let  us  hope  also  abortive)  by-laws.

It  is  a 
tedious  process,  and  I  calculate  the  time  taken  in  the  actual 
process  of  manufacture  and  assay  would  have  occupied  me 
a  full  working  day,  allowing  for  the  serving  of  customers.

Approximately  5s.  4cZ.  per  pint,  or  3gc/.  per  ounce.  Now  I 
turn  to  several  of  the  price  lists  issued  by  chemists  in  retail 
business  in  London,  and  their  price  for  tincture  of  opium 
is  3c/.  per  ounce,  or  3.?.  8c/.  per  lb.  The  lowest  wholesale 
price  for  it  is  3s.  4c/.  per  lb. 

The  same  argument  applies  to  all  the  other  drugs,  includ- 
ing tr.  cinch,  co.,  which  is  sold  by  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores 
at  4-ounce  bottle  for  lid. ;  allow  Id.  for  the  bottle  and  label, 
this  makes  the  tincture  2^d.  per  ounce,  or  3s.  4c/.  per  lb. 
The  lowest  wholesale  list  price  is  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  Now  I 
cannot  see  where  my  profit  comes  in  as  an  ordinary  chemist 
with  a  turnover  of  1,000/.  I  can  only  conceive  that  I  am 
working  as  a  philanthropist.  The  more  up-to-date  brethren 
of  the  craft  will  smile  at  my  temerity  in  making  any  tincture 
at  all  nowadays,  and  from  this  smile  I  should  infer  that 
the  chemist  of  to-day  is  supposed  to  have  surrendered  his 
professional  acumen  to  the  exigencies  of  competition,  and 
has  become  a  meie  barterer  of  wares,  passing  over  his  counter 
all  drugs  and  taking  the  word  of  his  wholesale  house  as  to 
the  accuracy  of  the  same.  How  many  chemists  in  the 
country  have  a  warranty  with  the  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
and  drugs  which  they  purchase  ?  What  is  the  use  of  bear- 
ing the  trouble  and  work  of  examinations  if  this  is  the  way 
we  are  remunerated  ?  I  do  not  believe  that  one  out  of 
every  hundred  chemists  in  the  country  is  earning  anything 
like  the  clear  income  that  a  skilled  artisan  is  earning.  But 
he  must  keep  up  a  very  much  more  ostentatious  appearance, 
and  go  to  expenses  which  the  artisan  would  never  think  or 
dream  of.  What  is  the  good  of  a  Pharmacopoeia  standard 
if  the  retailer  must  sell  at  cut-throat  prices  ?  Much  better 
to  risk  it,  and  dodge  the  Food  and  Drugs  man  as  well  as 
one  can  !  I  see  in  these  same  lists  boracic  acid  at  6d.  per 
lb.,  tartaric  acid  at  Is.  4c/.  per  lb.,  and  Epsom  salts  at  Id. 
per  lb.  Where  does  our  pharmaceutical  status  pay  us  at 
these  prices  ?  Yours  truly,

Pharmaceutical  Reform. 

Sir, — I  am  sorry  that  Jay  Mack  has  become  so  despondent 
on  the  subject  of  pharmaceutical  reform.  He  seems  to  con- 
sider it  impossible  because  a  majority  of  "  Progressives  " 
cannot  be  returned  to  the  Council  in  one  year.  I  hope  this 
feeling  is  only  temporary,  and  that  Jay  Mack  will  buck 
up,  taking  fresh  courage  from  the  recollection  that  no  great 
reforms  have  been  carried  without  much  labour  and  per- 
sistency, and  if  he  is  really  desirous  of  mending,  and  not 
ending,  the  Society,  let  him  try  to  induce  two  or  three 
business  men  to  allow  themselves  to  be  nominated  at  each 
recurring  election,  and  before  long  the  present  majority 
will  be  converted  into  a  minority  to  the  benefit  (I  trust)  of 
the  trade  generally.  If  Jay  Mack  will  set  the  example  by 
including  himself  amongst  the  candidates  next  year  he 
and  the  others  can  depend  upon  receiving  the  support  of 
those  members  (and  they  are  the  majority)  who  are  dis- 
satisfied with  the  present  trend  of  matters  pharmaceutical. 
That  this  matter  may  not  be  lost  sight  of  I  would  suggest 


that  "  Pharmaceutical  Reform  "  be  one  of  the  subjects  for 
discussion  by  the  various  local  associations  during  the 
coming  winter  session.

Assistants  in  South  Africa. 

Sir, — I  have  read  the  letter  by  "An  Observant 
Traveller"  on  "Pharmacy  in  Cape  Colony,"  and  can  en- 
dorse what  he  says  on  the  conditions  prevailing  in  Cape 
Colony.  Had  he  travelled  over  the  other  colonies  he  would 
have  found  in  up-country  towns  and  Orangia  "dorps"  a 
similar  state  of  things  existing.  For  the  chemist  in  busi- 
ness in  South  Africa,  with  exception  only  of  the  few  large 
towns,  there  is  merely  the  unprofessional  side  of  his  busi- 
ness;  unless  he  gives  away  his  birthright  to  the  doctors  in 
contracts.  Practically  all  the  doctors  in  these  localities 
aforesaid  have  the  chemists  bound  down  to  unremunerative 
contracts  ;  and  thus  the  main  part  of  his  business,  for  which 
he  has  studied  much,  becomes  a  mere  bagatelle.  Take  my 
case  :  I  have  just  terminated  a  dispensing  contract  with  a 
doctor  for  three  years,  at  6d.  per  script,  and  have  lost  over 
£150  during  that  period.  These  prevalent  arrangements 
of  dispensing  by  contract  or  huge  commissions  are  simply 
iniquitous,  and  disastrously  affect  the  majority  of  chemists 
in  business  in  South  Africa.  Yours  faithfully,

he  always  carried  it  about  with  him,"  then  quietly  pro- 
duced from  his  waistcoat-pocket  a  penny  box  of  liver-pills, 
and  told  the  agent  that  was  his  insurance  policy  against 
sickness  and  disease  !    The  agent  collapsed.

A  Quinine  Precipitate. 
Sir, — How  would  you  dispense  the  following  prescription? — ■ 


Amnion,  carb.    33. 

Quininae  sulphat.    ...    gr.  xxiv. 

Acidi  hydrobrom.  dil   gj. 

Vin.  ipecac   giss. 

Syr.  scillse    ...    3ss. 

Aquam  chlorof.  ad   3vj. 

M.    Ft.  mist. 
Sig. :  3SS-  t.d.s. 


If  the  quin.  sulph.  be  dissolved  in  the  acid,  hydrobrom. 
dil.  and  added  to  the  ammon.  carb.  (dissolved  in  the  aq. 
chlorof.)  a  thick  curdy  precipitate  appears.  If,  however,  the 
acid,  hydrobrom.  be  omitted  and  mucil.  acacise  be  used  it 
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dispenses  well.  Could  you  tell  me  the  reason  of  the  precipi- 
tate in  the  former  case?  Yours  truly, 

H.  H.  (160/45.) 
[The  precipitate  is  quinine  hydrate.  The  prescription  is 
chemically  and  therapeutically  incompatible.  The  hydro- 
bromic  acid  dissolves  the  quinine  in  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
it  makes  a  readily  soluble  hydrobromide ;  this  is  promptly 
decomposed  by  the  ammonium  carbonate,  quinine  hydrate 
being  set  free,  and  the  whole  of  the  acid  changed  to  ammo- 
nium bromide.  Any  free  ammonium  carbonate  left  combines 
with  the  acetic  acid  in  syrup  of  squill.  The  patient  loses  the 
stimulating  properties  of  the  ammonium  carbonate.  The 
prescriber  should  be  advised  to  omit  the  ammonium  carbonate 
from  the  mixture,  or,  preferably,  to  give  the  quinine  and 
hydrobromic  acid  as  a  tonic  immediately  before  meals  and  the 
expectorants  as  a  mixture  between  meals.]

S.  T.  J.  (173/52).— (1)  You  will  find  all  information  in 
regard  to  poisons  in  our  Diary.  (2)  "  Essence  of  paregoric 
(free-  from  opium)  "  sold  when  paregoric  is  asked  for  would 
bo  an  offence  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the 
conditions  of  which  must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Sub  (167/52). — Nicotine  and  preparations  thereof  are  not 
liable  to  tobacco-duty. 

F.  (171/1). — The  agreement  requires  a  sixpenny  stamp. 
The  duty  on  the  nominal  share  capital  of  a  limited  company  is 
5s.  per  100'.  In  your  case  you  incur  unnecessary  duty  by 
fixing  the  capital  at  2,000^.  more  than  the  value  of  the  business. 

II7.  H.  B.  (175/41). — "Good  for  a  cold"  used  in  connection 
with  toffe-e  will  make  it  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty  if  it  is 
sold  in  an  inclosure  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  (see  our 
Diary,  p.  257). 

Headache  (175/71). — You  do  not  make  yourself  quite  clear 
about  advertising  the  headache-powders.  If  it  is  as  regards 
stamping,  we  may  say  that  one  practically  the  same  in 
composition  is  Headache  and  Neuralgia  Powders,  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,  No.  15. 

Scg.  (175/22). — You  are  misinformed  in  regard  to  the  title 
"  Bile  Beans."  The  effect  of  the  Court  of  Session  decision  was 
that  the  defender  in  that  action  is  entitled  to  sell  pills  under 
the  name  of  "  Davidson's  Bile  Beans."  The  sale  by  any 
person  of  any  pills  as  "  Bile  Beans  "  without  any  qualification 
whatsoever  is  going  a  step  further,  and  cases  on  that  point  are 
pending  in  the  English  High  Courts.

Prescription  Problem  of  July  13. — The  abbreviations 
"  St.  j  "  were  accidentally  omitted  last  week.  They  were 
correctly  given  by  the  prizewinner. 

Torquay  (154/6).— Roup-powder  for  Fowls. — This  is  a  mix- 
ture of  sulphate  of  iron  and  alum,  the  red  colouring-matter 
bole  Armenian  being  added  for  the  purpose  of  disguising  the 
compound. 

^V.  N.  P.  (159/5). — Latjndrt-glaze. — This  is  a  mixture  of 
white  wax  and  hard  paraffin.  Such  preparations  often  con- 
tain French  chalk,  soap,  borax,  and  naphthaline,  but  none  of 
these  are  present  in  the  sample  you  send. 

Jl.  A.  II.  (155/59). — Fly-plague.— It  will  be  necessary  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  fly-plague  before  prescribing 
remedies.  You  give  no  hint  as  to  whether  it  is  due  to  a  special 
trade  or  to  bad  hygienic  conditions.  When  ordinary  measures 
fail — that  is,  if  they  have  been  conscientiously  applied — theie 
is  generally  something  wrong  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
premises. 

Canine  (159/64).— Worm-capsules  for  Dogs. — The  larger 
capsule  contains  ext.  filicis  liq.  mixed  with  a  vegetable 
powder.  The  dose  of  liquid  extract  of  male  fern  for  a  dog  is 
mxv.  to  3j.  The  smaller  the  dose  that  produces  the  desired 
effect  the  better,  as  toxic  symptoms  occasionally  supervene  in 
the  dog  which  makes  the  remedy  a  dangerous  one.  The 
smaller  capsule,  which  you  say  is  given  to  puppies,  contains  a 
drop  or  so  of  oil  of  American  wormseed,  but  we  cannot  identify 
the  powder  with  which  it  is  diluted. 


J.  E.  M.  (152/22).— Moth-infected  Stuffed  Animal.— The 
animal's  skin  should  be  well  wetted  with  a  solution  of  50  grains 
of  mercuric  chloride  in  a  pint  of  methylated  spirit,  which 
destroys  moths  in  any  stage  of  their  existence.  If,  however, 
the  trouble  is  more  deeply  seated — it  generally  is — the  animal 
will  have  to  be  re-stuffed,  and  during  the  process  impregnated 
with  mercuric  chloride.  Arsenical  soap,  which  for  years  was 
the  stand-by  of  the  taxidermist,  is  quite  out  of  favour  in 
modern  workshops,  mercuric  chloride  in  various  forms  being 
used  in  place  of  arsenic.  Montague  Browne's  "Artistic  and 
Scientific  Taxidermy  and  Modelling  "  (A.  &  C.  Black)  is  one 
of  the  best  treatises  on  taxidermy. 

Osmene  (162/68).— Stomach-powder  for  Birds. — This  is 
given,  our  correspondent  writes,  for  inflammation  of  the 
bowels  and  all  derangements  of  the  stomach  in  canaries  and 
other  cage-birds,  poultry,  and  pigeons.  No  information  is 
given  as  to  the  dosage.  The  powder  is  a  mixture  of  cinchona 
and  cayenne,  both  in  a  finely  comminated  condition. 

TF.  P.  K.  (147/72). — The  workmen  engaged  in  arsenical 
sheep-dip  works  generally  have  broad  flannel  bandages  tied 
round  the  mouth  and  nose,  but  special  respirators  are  sold  for 
the  purpose.  See  Zimmer  &  Co.'s  advertisement  in  the  C.  <£  D. 
and  Chemists'  and  Druggists''  Diary. 

J.  W.  M.  (155/29).— (1)  Ung.  Altkxs  P.L.  1746 : 

Oil  of  mucilages   ...    lb.  ij. 

Beeswax    lb.  ss. 

Resin  3iij. 

Venice  turpentine   3SS- 

Mix  with  heat. 
The  oil  of  mucilages  is  made  as  follows  : 

Fresh  marshmallow-root   lb.  ss. 

Linseed, 

Foenugreek-seeds,  of  each        ...  3iij- 

Water    ...    lb.  ij. 

Olive  oil      lb.  iv. 

Boil  the  bruised  seeds  and  root  with  the  water  for  half  an 
hour  over  a  slow  fire  ;  then  add  the  oil,  and  boil  again,  until 
the  water  is  entirely  evaporated,  then  carefully  decant  the  oil.

Powdered  marshmallow-root     ...  3j-

Make  into  a  stiff  paste  with  water,  and  cut  to  suitable  sizes. 

(3)  Sulphalumine  is  a  name  given  by  Messrs.  Peter  Snence  & 
Son,  Manchester,  to  a  pure  form  of  sulphate  of  alumina,  but 
we  do  not  know  what  is  meant  by  "  sulphalumic  carb."  Send 
us  some  further  details  about  the  preparation. 

A.  A.  J?.  (Trinidad)  (154/48).— (1)  A  list  of  medical  diction- 
aries was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Diary,  1906,  p.  508.  We  are  not 
sure,  however,  if  you  refer  to  a  dictionary  of  medical  terms  or 
to  a  dictionary  of  medical  treatment,  but  both  are  dealt  with 
in  the  bibliography  mentioned.  The  current  Diary  contains 
a  dictionary  of  medical  terms,  which,  in  response  to  many 
requests,  we  hope  shortly  to  issue  in  an  expanded  form. 
(2)  We  suppose  the  cause  of  the  candidates'  failure  was  that 
they  failed  to  show  that  they  appreciated  what  was  meant  by 
a  sterile  solution.  (3)  The  methods  of  adjusting  specific 
gravities  are  fully  dealt  with  in  Caspari's  "  Treatise  on  Phar- 
macy," and  are  too  long  to  be  repeated  here. 

Baron  (165/36).— Concentrated  Waters.— The  liquors  for 
making  aromatic  and  flavouring  waters  are  spirituous  solu- 
tions of  essential  oils  or  other  bodies.    The  following  illus- 
trates the  principle  involved  in  making  aromatic  waters : 
Aqua  Mentha;  Pip.  Cone. 

01.  menthae  pip  3SS- 

Aq.  fervid  3viij. 

Spt.  rectif.  ad    3XX- 

Dissolve  the  oil  in  10  oz.  of  the  spirit,  and  add  the  hot  water. 
Shake  well,  and  set  aside  for  a  day  or  two.  Decant  and  filter 
through  2  dr.  of  kaolin  ;  then  make  up  the  filtrate  with  spirit 
to  1  pint. 

In  regard  to  aq.  camph.  cone,  the  present  pharmacopceial 
method  indicates  the  process  to  adopt,  but  for  a  l-in-40  pre- 
paration the  spirituous  solution  will  need  to  be  more  bulky 
than  is  there  ordered.  Aq.  chlorof.  cone,  is  made  by  adding 
an  equivalent  of  spirit  of  chloroform  to  water  ;  but  for  your 
hospital  practice  it  would  be  cheaper  to  use  aq.  chlorof.,  which 
can  be  readily  prepared  in  quantity  by  churning  the  chloro- 
form with  the  water. 

F.  H.  P.  (130/37). — You  do  not  tell  us  what  excipient  you 
used  for  the  aperient  pills.  For  the  ergotin  pills  a  mixture 
of  powdered  tragacanth  1  and  powdered  liquorice  9  will 
serve  to  mass,  but  the  ergotin  should  not  be  syrupy.
